CLEVELAND'S OPERA-HOUSE GONE. 


The Euclid Avenue Establishment Suc- 
cumbs to the Flames, 

Crevetanp, O., Oct., 29,—Fire destroyed 
the Euclid Avenue Opera-House this morn- 
ing. The opera-housa fronts on Sheriff 
street, but its mam entrance is through the 
Heard Block from Euclid ayenue. It is sur- 
rounded by high buildings on three sides. 
Evefy fire engine in the city was called to the 
fire. The loss will not fall short of $75,000. In 
less than thirty minutes after the fire had 
started the structure was cleaned out, the roof 
had fallen, but the flames were confined with- 
in the four walls. There was a furious gale 
bl wing and danger that the fire would spread 
to adjoining buildings along Sheriff street, but 
the department put forth every effort and pre- 
vented this. The Hanlon “ Superba” com- 
pany, which was on the boards for the week, 
lost all its scenery and appurtenances, besides 
the costumes, which were valued at a total of 
$25,000. It is supposed the fire was started 
from a cross of electric light wires in the 
cupola over the Sheriff street entrance. 


I“ Well, if my theater has burned down, I shall 
have to build another,” said Manager A. F. Hartz 
when told of the burning of the Euclid Avenue 
Opera-House. Manager Hartz arrived only yes- 
terday morning to be present at the first produc- 
tion of “ Friends” by his company at Hooley s. 
Mr. Hanna, the owner. carried about $76,000 in- 
surance,’ said Mr. Hartz. *‘My own insurance 
was $3,000, which will not cover the loss on scen-

ly theater in the country. The building cost over 
$200,000, which was an immense sum to 
put into a theater in those days.

TAX RATE GOES DOWN 


FIGURE FOR THIS YEAR I8 PLAOED 
AT THIRTY-ONE CENTS. 


Steady Reduction Since Gov. Fifer’s Elec- 
tion and the Full Extent of the New 
Ruling—Notwithstanding the Increased 
Expenditures of the Year the Decrease 
Is Made and the Revenue Will Not Suf- 
fer—The Benefit to Chicagoans Greater 
Than Appears on the Face. 

SprineFrexp, III., Oct. 29.—[Special. ]—Gov. 
Fifer and Auditor Pavey have computed the 
tax rate for 1892 in the State of Lilinois, and 
the result shows that Gov. Fifer and the Re- 
publiean State Administration have more 
than fulfilled their promises to the people to 
conduct the business of the State economically 
and to reduce taxation. How well these 
pledges have been fullilled is shown by the 
fact that the officials named have fixed the tax 
rate at 184 cents for revenue purposes and 

12355 cents for school purposes, making the 

total tax rate 31 cents on each $100 valuation 

of the property assessed. 


This is the lowest tax rate known in Illinois 
since 1879, a period of thirteen years and with | 


four exceptions 18 lowest of any tax rate fixed 
in this State since 1867,a period of twenty- 
four years, and this material reduction has 


been accomplished in spite of the increase in 


expenditures made necessary by the appro- 
priation of $800,000 for Illinois’ representation 
at the World's Fair. The steady reduction in 
the tax rate during Gov. Fifer’s admiaistra- 
taon is shown by the figures for the last five 
years.

HEAVIEST ARMOR PLATE EVER MADE. 


Being Turned Out at Bethlehem, Pa., for 
the Battleship Indiana, 

Breruienem, Pa., Oct. 29.—The heaviest 
armor plate ever made is now in course of 
preparation at the Bethlehem iron works. 
The monster ingot, which will be converted 
into armor plate, is now in a furnace in the 
hammer department. It weighs eighty-four 
tons, and when completed will be seventeen 
inches thick. This armor will defend the 
side of the battleship Indiana, now building 
at Cramps’ shipyard, Philadelphia. The 
Carnegie company of Pittsburg secured the 
contract for this work, but being unable to 
make armor more than thirteen inches in 
thickness, the contract was given to the Betn- 
lehem works in exchange for lighter 
work. Within the last week a 
train of five cars took to 
Cramps’ shipyards the five aft diagonal 
fourteen-inch armor plates of the battleship 
Massachusetts. In addition to the aft plates 
three forward plates have been shipped and 


the ten fore and aft diagonal plates of the In- 


diana, Lately the cars consigned to the Nor- 
folk Navy-Yard left the works loaded with 
two armor plates for the Texas, which were 
eight-inch diagonals and weighed 30,000 
pounds apiece. Two more for the Texas were 
shipped today. The next plate to be shipped 
will be the first curved Harveyized teat plate. 
This is nine feet six inches long, six feet high, 
and ten and one-half inches thick. The plate 
will be sent to Indian Head in a week or two.

THE NIAGARA RIVER RISES SUDDENLY. 


Considerable .Damage Done by the Water 
on Both Sides. 

NraGara Farts, Oct. 29.—The cataract this 
morning took on a heavier roar and the river 
below the falls in the gorge’ began to steadily 
rise. The waves were soon rushing over the 
docks of the Maid of the Mist company on 
both the American and Canadian sides of the 
river. The water rose and ingulfed the work 
on the portals of the American tun- 
nel. A dam was constructed around the 
outside, and the water will have to be pumped 
before the extent of the damage can be as- 
certained and work resumed. The greatest 
wreck and closest escape from death is chron- 
icled on the Canadian side. The Canadian 
Pacific is constructing a tunnel at Table Rock 
for an electric plant. The sudden rise of the 
river weakened the embankment and soon the 
water was rushing over Table Rock. Valua- 
ble machinery, derricks, tools, and dump 
carts were swept away and the large 
wheel pits filled up with water in 
almost a twinkling. The negroes and 
Italians at work here were warned in time, 
and the last of them had left the wheel pits 
and steam drills just before the water made its 
approach. Logs and timber are continually 
going over the falls. It is feared that the em- 
bankment of the electric road along the Cana- 
dian shore may be undermined by the con- 
tinual rush of the water. The river is reced- 
ing tonight. The rapids are a magnificent 
sight. 


STATE TROOPS DEFEATED BY REBELS. 


Foreign Residents of Santiago del Estero 
Suffer by the Revolution,

Vatparatiso, Oct. 29.—[Copyright, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett.

REDUCES THE STATE TAX TWO CENTS. 


Republican Administration Not Burden- 
some on the People. 

Another proof that the Republican party is 
steadily leading the way to a government that 
shall not be burdensome on the people came 
from Springfield yesterday. It was in the 
form of a dispatch announcing that the State 
tax for this year, as computed by Gov. Fifer 
and the State Auditor, is 31 cents on each $100 
of valuation of the property assessed. For 
1891 the rate was 33 cents. 

The present computed tax shows more than 
a reduction of 2 cents from that of 1891, for 
the reason that last year the State Board 
added to Cook County property 35 per cent 
to town and city lots and 36 per cent to lands 
and personal property. 

This year there has been added 36 per cent 
to lots (town and city) and 25 per cent to per- 
sonal property. This means a reduction of 
from $13,000,000 to $16,000,000 on last year’s 
valuation, which was $282,676,167. Yet still 
witha lower valuation there is also a lowering 
of the rate oftaxation. , 

To the practical taxpayer the matter will 
present itself in this light. If he were as- 
sessed at the rate of 33 cents on his $100 val- 
uation last year and at the same rate on a re- 
‘duced valuation this year it would benefit him 
nothing. But not only is there a reduction of 
the valuation, but there is also a reduction of 
the tax. Had the valuation been higher there 
would have been a corresponding fall in the 
present computed rate which would make 
the reduction more than two cents. 


HYPNOTIZED A DEFENDANT IN COURT. 


Queer Scene at the Trial of a Would-Be 
Murderer in California. 

San Francisco, Cal, Oct. 29—[Special.]— 
‘The trial of Edward J. Livernash at Santa 
Rosa yesterday was marked by a scene new 
to California courts and probably to all courts, 
Livernash was called to the witness stand, 
duly sworn, and was then placed in the hyp- 
notic state by an: expert. Thus he 
told and actec again the emotions 
that preceded the commencement of his 
crime. Livernash is a young man, known as 
a brilliant writer and newspaper man. He 
has edited with success and credit several 
interior papers, and was once on 
the staff of the San Francisco Chron- 
icle. Some weeks ago, it is charged, 
he endeavored to make an old man named 
Darius Ethridge, himself slightly demented, 
drink a glass of wine so heavily loaded with 
prussic acid that it would have killed a dozen 
men. Then Livernash fired several 
shots at Ethridge. This happened 
at Healdsburg, where Livernash 
edited the Enterprise. The defense has 
claimed that Livernash is a sort of anti-. 
hypnotist, and that in his somnambulistic 
condition he is practically a lunatic, with a 
mania’ for killing people, or reincarnatmg 
them as he calls it. Dr. Gardner was called 
by the defense to hypnotize Livernash, 
and the prosecution summoned Dr. Wach- 
endorf, an expert on insanity, to 
watch the witness patient. The court-room 
was cleared and afew passes produced hyp- 
nosis. Livernash's eyes fell half shut and his 
face grew paler. Pins were driven into his 
hands, cheek, and ear, but he didn’t 
wince. The prosecution’s expert was 
incredulous and aimed a blow at the patient’s 
face. There wasno sign. Then he rambled 
on like a half drunken man.” He told ali 
about his movements before the shooting and 
described the crime, saying he fired forty- 
three times at Ethridge, because the latter re- 
fused to will him all his property. 
The prosecutors asked questions and Livernash 
answered readily ; he said Et was really 
a Frisco police justice who had convicted 
Livernash of masquerading i an’s 
clothes. Then the hypnotist Liver- 
nash back to his normal state.

15,000 County Democrats would cast their 
votes for Harrison and Reid.

They will not have Tammany candidates 
thrust down their throats, and, instead of

Exam- 
ination of the registry lists under the auspices 
of the Republican National committee has 
been succeeded now by. an investigation as 
to the whereabouts and antecedents of 
hundreds of thugs, repeaters, beelers, 
and fakers who are depended upon 
to roll up an enormous majority for the Dem- 
ocrats in the counties south of the Bronx, The 
tabulated districts of the Republican National 
committee reveal an audacious conspiracy 
which reaches in its operation from Manhattan 
Island to Kings County, and which proposes 
to make the summer scum of Coney Island 
do duty at the fall election. The Democrats 
propose to avail themselves of the service of 
the horde of fakers, bunko-steerers, and con- 
fidence men who infest the ocean shore of 
Long Island during the summer and to utilize 
them in increasing the vote of Eings County 
at the coming election. 

The closing day of registration in Brooklyn 
added 16,234 voters to the roll, bringing the total 
for the four days up to 181,668. ‘hile to- 
day’s registration was smallerthan on the 
fourth day in 1891, when it was 21,198, and 
than the fourth day in 1890, when it was 18,015, 
the grand total is far in excess of any preced- 
ing year. It shows an increasejjof 25,474 
over 1888, and 23,249 over 1891. 

The registration in this city today—the 
fourth and last day—was 37,667. This makes 
a total for the four days of 309,830, or 23,288 
more than the total registration in 1888, when 
the last Presidential election wag held. 

The registration of voters in this State and 
the City of New York was completed tonight, 
and according to all signs New York is a Re- 
publican State. The two great and un- 
mistakable signs are decrease in the 
Democratic strongholds of the city and 
increase in the Republican strongholds of 
the State. Judging by the registration New 
York City will cast about 295,000 votes (or 25,- 
000 less than Tammany counted on), Brook- 
lyn about 190,000 votes (or 10,000 less than 
McLaughlin expected), and New York State 
outside of New York and Brooklyn about 
900,000 votes, all the Republicans hoped for.

ALTGELD’S CONDUCT ON THE BENCH, 


His Peculiar Action in the Noted Magun- 
echy-Ryan Murder Case. 


chy-Ryan murder case in 1887 ia recalled now 
that the Judge wishes to be elevated to the 
highest position in the gift of the people of 
Illinois and an explanation as to his peculiar 
conduct as presiding Judge in that case should 
be forthcoming from that politico-jurist. 

Aug. 16, 1886, an Italian named Magunchy 
murdered in cold blood his next door neigh- 
bor, John Ryan, No. 94 Taylor street. The 
story is told as follows by the surviving widow 
of Ryan, who now does washing“ and jan- 
itor work about the County Building to sup- 
port her three children orphaned by the act of 
the murderer: 

The Italian with visitors of his country- 
men annoyed Ryan by persisting in using a 
shed in his back yard while they were on beer- 
drinking sprees. Finally Ryan drove them 
out, agunchy grabbed an ax and felled him 
to the earth by a savage blow in the face with 
the edge of the weapon. Magunchy was ar- 
rested and released on bail. Ryan died from 
the injury Sept.2. The Coroner’s jury recom- 
mended that Magunchy be held for murder. 
He was rearrested, had a preliminary hearing, 
the evidence was convincing, as there were 
several witnesses to the murder, and he was 
held to the Criminal Court. lu defauit of 
bail he remained in jail for a year awaiting 
trial. He was finally arraigned before Judge 
Altgeld, and after an exciting trial the jury re- 
turned after 5 p. m. a verdict of eleven years 
in the penitentiary.” 

Now here come in the actions of Judge Alt- 
geld that the people would like to know more 
about: 

After Mrs. Ryan, the widow, her friends, 
and attorneys had left the court-room, without 
any notice to them Judge Altgeld at the 
night session of his court recalled before him 
Magunchy, allowed him to plead guilty, and 
sentenced him to three years in peniten- 
tiary. 

Such are the statements made by Mrs. Ryan 
and her frieuds. The question is, if the fore- 
going is true, and if John P. Altgeld made 
that sort of a Judge, what kind of a Governor 
will he make? Mrs. Ryan and her friends do 
not hesitate to state that Aitgeld dealt len- 
iently with Magunchy because he killed only 
a mere Irishman.“ The case was disposed of, 
it will be noted, before Altgeld used his own 
political stiletto on Mike, Bransfield.

PREPARING FOR A HEAVY VOTE, 


Election Commissioners Order Ballot-Boxes 
—Time for Employes to Vote, 

The Election Commissioners have ordered 
thirty extra large ballot-boxes to accommo- 
date the precincts where the registration is 
unusually large. They have concluded not to 
divide the precincts, as that might confuse the 
voters. Instead, additional booths and extra 
large boxes will be used. 

On account of the large number of voters 
to the prec'nct there is danger that many citi- 
zens will lose their votes for want of time in 
which to prepare their ballots at the booth. 
Especially is this liable to be the case with 
the clerks unless the merchants are 
willing to open at a later hour than 
usual on election day. The law provides that 
em piloyés shall have an opportunity to vote as 
follows: 

Any person entitled to vote at a general election 
in this State shail, on the day of such election, be 
entitled to absent himself from any service or em- 
ployment in which he is taen engaged or em- 
ployed for a period of two hours between the time 
of open and closing of the polls: and such 
voter shall not because of so absenting himself be 
liable to any penalty, nor shali any deduction be 
made on account of such absence from his usual 
salary or wages: Provided, however, that appli- 
cation for such leave of absence shall be made 
prior to the day of election. The employer may 
specify the hours during which said employé may 
absent himself as aforesaid. 

The best time for clerks to vote is the fore- 
noon. They ought to be given till 10 or 11 
o'clock in the morning. It is also of the 
greatest importance that there shall be a euffi- 
cient number of booths for the preparation of 
the ballots. It is the duty of the Election 
Commissioners to provide these.

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JUDGE ALTGELD SUED FOR 610,000. 


And Its All On Account of the Scandalous 


Condemnation Suit Property. 

Judge John P. Altgeld, Democratic candi- 
date for Governor, was sued for $10,000 dam- 
ages in the Circuit Court yesterday by Robert 
E. Costello, a real estate dealer at No. 76 
Fifth avenue. Mr. Costello claims a commis- 
sion for selling premises on Market street be- 
longing to Judge Altgeld to Levy Mayer and 
Adolph Kraus of the law firm of Moran, 
Kraus, Mayer & Stein. The plaintiff alleges 
that he was instrumental in bringing about the 
sale, and that although he has frequently de- 
manded his commission he has never received 
it. 3 

The suit is rather unfortunate for the Judge 
just now, because it calls attention to the 
scandalous condemnation suit which J udge 
Altgeld brought against the city in connec- 
tion with this property because of alleged 
damages — the construction of the Jack- 
son street bridge. As already stated in these 
columns, the construction of Jackson street 
bridge, far from injuring or in any way dam- 
aging Altgeld’s property, materially im proved 
it and added to its value. That is shown by 
the fact that, though Altgeld bought the prop- 
erty for $86,000, he sold it, as Mr. Meyer now 
for the first time admits, for $220,000. Here 
was a clear gain of $114,000 on an investment 
much less than that sum which had been made 
only a few years previous. Add to this the 
$15,000 collected by Altgeld from the city after 
a scandalous suit, during which he so far for-

THEY WEEDED OUT ILLEGAL NAMES. 


Four Hundred Suspects Stricken from the 
First Ward Registry Lists. 

The work’ of revising the registries pro- 
gressed quietly in nearly all the precincts last 
night. Over 400 names were stricken from 
the registry in the First Ward, where over 600 
suspect notices were sent out. Of this number 
188 persons responded. Fifty names were 
stricken off the registry in the notorious 
Ninth Precinct, where the Democratic judge 
wanted only twenty-four suspect notices sent 
out. In the Third Precinct twenty-eight 
names were stricken off; in the Fourth, 
eighteen; in the Seventh, sixteen; in the 
Eighth, twenty-two; in the Eleventh, 
28; in the Thirteenth, 15; in the Fifteenth, 28; 
mn the Sixteenth, 31; in the Eighteenth, 52; in 
the Nineteenth, 22; iu the Twentieth, 40. e 
Republicans were well pleased with the work 
done. In the Thirteenth Precinct and in the 
Nioth there was evidence of coaching of some 
who answered to the suspect notices. In the 
Eighteenth Ward about 300 names were 
stricken from the registry list, principally in 
the lodging-house precincts. An equal num- 
ber were dropped in the Twenty-fourth.

characterizing him as domineering.“ The best 
men of the Chicago bar favor Judge Anthony’s ro- 
election.

The late Times is heaping columns of abuse 
on Anthony,” said a lawyer today. It is easy 
to tellwhy.

HAVE DEMOCRATS A BETTER PLAN? 


George 8. Willits Tells What Has Been 
Done Under & Protective Tariff. 

A stirring Republican mass-meeting was 
held at Arcade Hall, Sixty-fifth street and 
Wentworth avenue, last night. The hall was 
crowded to its fullest capacity and the 
speeches were greeted with applause. Presi- 
dent Kirk of the Englewood Veteran club 
acted as President. John W. Green, ex-Cor- 
poration-Counsel, and George 8. Willits, 
candidate for Congressman-at-large, made 
speeches. In substance Mr, Willits spoke as 
follows: 

In these last days of the campaign, which has 
been unique in many of its features, we have 
from our Democratic friends much loose talk 
about high taxes and low taxes. We hear con- 
stant references to the tax-eaten and tax-burdened 
people of this 8 and glittering generali- 
ties about what the Democratic party will ac- 
complish for the ple if returned to power, 
but we hear no facts or practical suggestions 
which show or tend to show wherein our present 
protective system is working an injury to any 
man, nor do they outline any scheme or plan by 
which they propose to bettgr our present admira- 
ble condition. 

The present tariff law placed upon the free list 
10 per cent more articles than the Democratic 
Mills bill did; it increased the free list 23 per cent 
more than the tariff law in existence two years 
ago, and reduced the tariff on twice as many im- 
ported articles as it raised the tariff upon; but 
none of the articles now covered by the tariff, or 
upon which the tariff was raised, have increased 
in price under the workings of the McKinley bill. 
On the contrary, the average cost of li bas de- 
creased nearly 4 per cent under the workings of 
the bill, thus say to the families of the country 
in round numbers 000.000. 

The Democratic party attacks the policy and 
principle of protection iteelf. Such an attack 
cannot have the sympathy of a community, nearly 
one-half of whose population is directly supported 
by manufacturing industries fostered and pro- 
tected by the tariff. No reasoning man will listen 
to such an attack when he knows that under the 
workings of a protective tariff policy in thirty 
years wages have increased 50 per cent and the 
prices of manufactured articles have decreased to 
one-third of their original prices. In this city are 
some 12,000 manufacturers; at least 10,000 of them 
are protected by the tariff. These 10,000 manu- 
facturers — 150,000 men, who support in 
their families at least 450,000 others. The average 
family with an income of from $300 to$1,000 a year 
can live as cheaply in Chicago as the same find 
of living costs in London. 

Our political opponents cannot and do not 
point out a way iu which our city, favorably lo- 
cated as it is for manufacturing, can make more 
rapid strides to a first place among the cities of 
the world than it has been making under the pro- 
tective tariff policy. Raw materials are as cheap 
here, energy and invention have as great recogni- 
tion here, as in any other city or country; but the 
labor which gets out the raw materials, brings 
them to this manufacturing center, and molds 
them into the finished article receives twice as 
high wages as in other countries. 


Effect of Tariff on Wages. 


To enable our manufacturers to continue to pay 
these high wages the Republican party favors a 
tariff upon competing importations equal to the 
difference between the wages of other countries 
and the wages of America. Upon that policy our 
party stands firmly, has no excuses to make 
appeals to the people to sustain it against all at- 
tacks. It is ridiculous to call a manufacturer 
who has a capital of $10,000 and employs fifteen 
men a monopolist, a tariff baron. or a robber. 
His small manufactory furnishes him a living 
and the tariff enables him_ to pay the high wages 
of protection. The tariff system fosters there 
small manufactories. It is beyond human ability 
to combine them into one monopoly. 

Diversified industries cause national weath, 
not individual wealth. Protection creates and 
sustains such a system; brings prosperity to peo- 

le engaged in all occupations, creates an active 

ome market, causes a quick circulation of 
money and a general activity and prosperity in 
which every one who wants to work can work and 
obtain proper remuneration for his toil. nder 
this protective tariff system a million homes have 
been bought: and paid for the working 
people of America within the last thirty 
years. Greater general prosperity has come 
to us as a nation than any other 
nation enjoys, While we have the best market 
here in the world, our foreign trade is continu- 
ally increasing, American interests are pushed by 
reciprocity treaties, and signs int to the 
commercial ascendency of the United States 
among the nations of the world. Weare now first 
in manufacturing, in agriculture, and in mining. 
These industries lean one upon another. The de- 
struction of one would injure the others; would 
destroy the harmon of our commer- 
cial structure; woul disturb and de- 
moralize the relations of labor 
and capital and upset the harmony which now 
exists between all occupations. Let our Demo- 
cratic friends show us something better than the 
existing conditions. 

When the clouds of the contest pass away, if 
the Republican party be triumphant, the Ameri- 
can people will know they will still have progress, 
prosperity, and sound, honest money. If the 

emocratic party wins, no man knows what we 
will have. Their leaders fail to tell us.

THE OHIOAGO PHYSIOIAN ARRIVES 
AT NEW YORK FROM ABROAD. 


He Tells of His Treatment of Cholera Pa- 
tients in St. Petersburg, Where He Saved 
Many by His Use of Soapsuds As an Irri- 
gant for the Bowels—He Will Continue

Nuw York, Oct. 29.—[ Special. Dr. Elmer 
Lee of Chicago arrived here today from Rus- 
sia on the Hamburg-American steamship 
Columbia. He has an interesting story to 
tell about his experiences in St. Petersburg, 
where he went during the last week in August 
to lay before the Russian physicians a theory 
of his own for the treatment of cholera. 

Dr. Lee says that he was in Paris when the 
reports came of the prevalence of cholera in 
the Russian capital. He went to St. Peters- 
burg with letters of introduction, but was in- 
formed upon his arrival there that it would be.

Several Relatives and the First National 

Bank Among the Preferred Creditors— 
Liabilities Largely in Excess of Assets 
Four Thousand People Attend a Ball 
at Battery D Armory in Aid of the 
Homestead Strikers—Midgets Joined in 
Wedlock. 

J. and L. Wineman, wholesale manufactur- 
ers and dealers in clothing, failed yesterday. 
The firm is composed of Joseph Wineman 
and Leopold Wineman. Their place of busi- 
ness is at Nos. 254 and 256 Franklin street. It 
was impossible to ascertain yesterday the ex- 
tent of the liabilities or assets. The lat- 
ter are said to be mall, while 
the debts will probably not be less than 
$125,000 or ibly $150,000. The members 
of the firm 2 selves know but little about 
the condition of their affairs, or if they do 
gre unwilling to make it public. Six con- 
feasions of judgment were filed late yesterday 
in the Superior Court. The claims = the pre- 
ferred creditors, as represen’ by the con- 
fessions, aggregate $59,496. The principal 

referred creditors are Meyer and Levi 
— relatives of the members of 
the firm. Ibere are four confessions 
in their favor, aggregating $39,124, 
each for money due on notes given to 


secure loans. The next largest preferred cred- 


itor is the First N ational Bank, to which judg- 
ment is.confessed for $12,342. A fourth pre- 
ferred creditor is a relative, Herman Spange- 
thal, who loaned $8,000. 

The Sheriff was given possession of the store, 
and the members of the firm, together with 
their attorney, are endeavoring to straighten 
out affairs and prepare a schedule of liabili- 
ties and assets. 

With the exception of a few minor amounts 
the $59,000 represents all the claims of Chica- 

parties. The unpreferred creditors are all 
Rattere firms, mostly in New York and Bos- 
ton, with whom the firm had extensive deal-

Junk Dealers and a Weigh-Master Ar- 
rested for Alleged Swindling. 

A. Burnstein and his two sons, Louis and 
Peter, of the firms of A. Burnstein & Co. and 
Burnstein Bros., Nos. 466 and 415 South Canal 
street, were arrested Friday night with Louw 
Rose, a former bookkeeper of the Burnsteins, 
and F. W. Smalley, weighmaster for the Chi- 
cago Forge and Bolt company, on the charge 
of swindling the latter company cut of $12,000 
or $15,000 during the last three or four years.

OHIOAGO ATHLETIOS NOBLY BEATEN 
BY PENNSYLVANIA. 


The Victory of the Collegians Was of the 
Fluky Order and Due to Misses by the 
Umpire—Bull’s Untrue Kick Cost the 
Game—The Final Score 10 to 12-—The 
Wonderful Head, Hair, and Playing of 
Knipe—The Details of a Good Game of 
Football.

Reasons for Its Use. 

For this reason. It is of vital importance 
to our power of dealing with diseases of the 
nervous system that we should obtain accurate 
measurements of vessels in their normal state. 
Ordinary anzsthetics while destroying sensa- 
tion do not affect the reflex action of the mus- 
cles. For instance, a man may be so deeply 
chloroformed as to die, yet until, and even 
after death, he may-kick and twitch his limbs 
if the muscles be irritated. It is to annul this 
relaxation which has the effect of dilating and 
contracting the vessels and therefore makes 
accurate measurement impossible, that we 
employ curare.”’ 

Would pain have any effect on these Jjves- 
sels?”’ 

‘“* Undoubtedly they would in ali probability 
be much contracted; certainly they would not 
be normal.“ 

“Then may I understand, Professor, that if 
the animal under operation should suffer pain 
while thus paralyzed the entire object of the 
experiment for which curare was adminis- 
tered would be vitiated?’”’

Another Example of Exaggeration. 

This is another example of willful exag- 
geration and perversion of facts, which are 
the chosen weapons of Miss Cobbe and her 
adherents.’ No medical man could pretend to 
ignore that that very description of these ab- 
scesses, which is quoted with foul gusto in 
proof of our inhuman cruelty, indicates in 
itself cold or painless abscess that would 
cause no more inconvenience to a patient than 
astrumous gland. The first effect of croton 
oil would certainly be painful, but the pain,“ 
which is that of a severe blister, would pass off 
in a few hours. We are able to minimize it by 
slight injectionsof morphia; indeed, our whole 
endeavor is vital to success; our experiments, 
apart from all considerations of humanity, 
tend to avoid the causing of fear, pain, or dis- 
tress in the subjects of our operations. Our 
antagunists, while determinedly refusing to 
recognize this and continually heaping on us 
vile, lying accusations of cruelty and inhu- 
manity, refuse to verify for themselves the 
misdeeds that they ascribe to us, and content 
themselves with publishing distorted traves- 
ties of official reports of our experiments. 

“Much opprobium has been cast on me for 
my characterization of Miss Cobbe’s action. 
But no one considers the provocation I have 
received. For ten years Miss Cobbe, with her 
blind, unreasoning, narrow-minded malice, 
has carried on this unfair crusade against our 
body by means of constant willful falsifica- 
tion of evidence, not in occasional instances 
only, but in all cases. This is no mere state- 
ment on my part; it is susceptible of irrefra- 
gable proof by documentary evidence from Miss 
Cobbe’s own pen and speeches.”’

GLADSTONE HAS FULL CONTROL. 


Will Not Permit His Colleagues to Dispute 
with Him—A Troublesome Question.

Loxpox, Oct. 29.— [Copyright, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett. — Everybody not 
actually connected with the ministry will 
have it that Gladstone and his colleagues are 
all at sixes and sevens already and that bitter 
disputes take place at every Cabinet meeting 
on questions of first importance. There is no 
doubt there is a ground work of truth in this, 
but it cannot all be true. Gladstone is not a 
man to allow his colleagues to dispute with 
him. Some of them would never have the 
pluck to attempt it, no matter what emer- 
gency might arise. Others are merely his 
creatures. He has made them.what they are 
and can easily unmake them. Morley would 
doubtless stand out for his opinions Against 
anybody but Gladstone. Harcourt would do 
the same on a pinch, but the pinch would have 
to be a sharp one. 

Rumor, however, will have it that Har- 
court’s eyesight is rapidly going and that he 
must retire from publie life, which would bea 
great blow to his party. Rosebery and Glad- 
stone are not likely to quarrel and outside of 
this short list there is no one who has 
weight and influence enough to stir up a meet- 
ing. The Cabinet will manage to rub along 
very well until Parliament meets. They do 
not agree on labor questions, home rule, 
Uganda or Egyptian occupation, but such sub- 
jects as these always provoke great differ- 
ence of opinion. What happens is this: A 
dissentient Minister expresses his views at a 
Cabinet meeting. He ‘s overruled, and when 
the proper time comes he goes to the House of 
Lords or the Commons and vehementiy de- 
fends the course, which in private he has op- 
posed. This may seem to be very immoral, 
but governments couid not be carried 
on unless those who compose them 
knew how to give way. Gladstone in the

WILLIAM WILL OALL THE RETIOHS- 
TAG TO ORDER NOV. 22. 


Better Prospect Now of Passing the Army 
Bill—Premature Publication Proved a 
Boon for the Government—Bismarck 
Will Not Take His Seat in the Imperial 
Parliament—His Caustic Criticisms of 
Certain Ministers—Death of Mrs. Harri- 
son Causes Receptions to Be Postponed.

„ Oct. 22.—Emperor William will 

open the Reic in person Nov. 22, 

While the Imperial Parliament is wrestling 
over the army bill the Prussian Landtag, 
which has been summoned to meet Nov. 9, 
will be involved in an eager party fight on the 
fiscal reforms proposed by Dr. Miquel, Min- 
ister of Finance. Both sessions will strain 
the energies of the Ministers and produce 
crisis periods, yet the official circle is confi- 

.dent that the army bill will be approved, as 
they are also confident that the proposed budg- 
et will meet with acceptance. Members of 
this circle do not hesitate to declare that the 
government will win all along the line. 

The storm of abuse with which the govern- 
ment proposals were assailed when they were 
first published is subsiding. The government 
appears likely to benefit greatly by the so- 
called premature disclosures of the army bill. 
It is certain that if the measure had been 
thrown into the Reichstag in full session, sur- 
prising the members, it would have scattered 
the parties like a bombshell, breaking the 
groups in sections that it would have been im- 
possible to reunite. Never has a government 
project received such a glacial reception from 
its expected supporters or aroused greater 
clamor among its natural opponents. Papers 
of such diverse opinions as the nia 
(Centrist), the Reichsbote (Conservative), and 
Das Volk (Dr. von Stoecker's organ) have 
concurred with the opposition presa in declar- 
ing that the measure was impossible. 

The early dissolution of the Reichstag was 

everywhere predicted and it was said that this 
would result in the return of a house hostile 
to the government. Now the tone of the 
Centrist organs has been modified. The 
Germania suggests that the bill will be 
possible if the government reduces its de- 
mands. The Conservative press felicitates the 
country on the prospect of the increased 
‘solidity of the army, and paises the section 
of the bill retaining in the hands of the gov- 
ernment the power to keep acertain class of 
troops in the service for three years. 

This change of front points to the whole 
Conservative strength—127 votes—being vast 
for the measure. In order to obtain the 
necessary 199 votes to carry the biil, Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi can rely on the Centrists 
stepping into line under inducements that are 
already on the verge of acceptance. 

The official fuss over the Cologne Gazette’s 
divulging the details of the bill and the in- 
quiry ordered to learn that paper’s source of 
information mean nothing. The Ministers 
know that acopy of the bill was sent to the 
Cologne Gazette ‘through a Minister of the 
Federal State who was desirous of ite publica- 
tion. Neither Emperor William nor Chancel- 
lor von Caprivi really regrets the disclosure, 
which, it is now clearly seen, has made public 
interest to the goverument's advantage. 

Bismarck Will Not Be There. 

Prince Bismarck will not reappear in the 
Reichstag. If the success of the coalition 
against the government were absolutely secure, 
with himself master of the situation, he would 
not hesitate to again take his seat; but the 
person who latest tried to interview 
him could not extort even a side 
light on the Prince’s attitude toward 
the impending struggle. His criticisms were 
chiefly personalities. The present Ministers, 
he said, were so insignificant, and the cover- 
ings to the shield they present were so trans- 
parent that the Emperor himself always 
shines through them, ? 

It is dangerous to the future of the mon- 
arch’s idea, he added, for a ruler, even with 
the best intentions, to appear so frequently in 
the political field without a decent ministerial 
covering. Continuing, Prince Bismarck said: 
“To fight with Ministers who are men of 
straw has no charms for me. Some of them 
cling through personal necessities to the posts 
that feed them. They have large families or 
there are other things that demand that they 
retain their offloes. This is interpreted as a 
spiteful allusion to Dr. Von Boetticher, head 
of the Imperial Home Office and Representa- 
tive of the Chancellor. 

That sort of man, Prince Bismarck said, 
„is represented in the government, of which 
Frederick the Great once said they were amus- 
ing at the table, but whom Frederick kicked 
out. Now they are not kicked out. The 
situation has no sword for me. My son is 
much less resigned to be out of office than I 
am, but he has long seen that competition 
with certain Ministers is only possible pro- 
vided one previously wears livery for some 
years. 

Prince Bismarck is enjoying good health, 
though he is of acrid temper. 

The negotiations for acommercial treaty 
with Russia are about to be resumed, A dis- 
patch received today from St. Petersburg 
announces the appointment of the Plenipo- 

tentiaries, headed by Minister Bunge. Russia 
has assented to a reduction of her tariff on 
German coal, and the Minister of Marine has 
joined the commission in order to assist in 
regulating the coal question. The commie- 
sion also includes the Ministers of Finance, 
Interior, and Imperial Domains. Russia 
means business and Germany is ready to re- 
spond, 

The program of the Independent Socialist 


party has finally been drafted, and it marks 


their definitive secession from the main body 
of the Social Democrats. The program de- 
clar2s that workmen ought to reject State 
Socialism in every form. They should rather 
enfeeble it and completely abolish the State.

Anarchistic Manifesto. 

The manifesto is the embodiment of sheer 
anarchism. The pity is that the party has a 
growing number of adherents in Germany. 
The Socialist members of the Reichstag. 
Herren Singer, Bebel, Liebknecht, and Auer, 
will seize the occasion of the great congress 
of the Socialistie party, which will be held in 
Berlin Nov. 14, to denounce the manifesto as 
anti-Socialistic. 

The Emperor is hunting on the estate of 
Count von Eulenberg. He will return to 
Berlin tonight and will leave for Wittenberg 
tomorrow to take part in the reconsecration 
of the Luther Memorial Church Monday. 
Last Thursday his Majesty gave an audience to 
Prof. Virchow as Rector of the Berlin Univer- 
sity. He conversed with the professor with 
great cordiality and introduced the Empress 
to him.

The Officers Think They Have a Clew to 
the Melrose Tragedy. 
Detective-Sergeants Flynn and Regan of the 
Central Station have found a possible clew in 
the Melrose tragedy. It has been discovered 


that a young German steel worker, who came 


to Melrose about three weeks agoand saw 
considerable of Kunneth, has been missing 
from his boarding place since last Saturday. 
The man while in Meirose lived with a farmer, 
Richard Coleman. He could talk but little 
English, and stated that he had recently come 
to America. 

Almost im mediately after his arrival at Mel- 
rose, it is said, he made the acquaintance of 
Kunneth.

The Alley L“ transported 114,400 passen- 
gers that day. In the three days of the cele- 
bration the road handled over 257,000 pecple. 
This is shown by the tickets collected. Some 
people escaped paying fare. At times when 
the platforms were crowded they slipped past 
the ticket chopper without depositing a ticket. 
President Barnard thinks, however, that there 
were not over a few hundred such cases. 

The Illinois Central ran 239 trains Oct. 20, 
168 trains each way Oct. 21, and 236 trains 
Oct, 22. The company finds difficulty in 
8 the exact number of their 
sengers. xpress trains were run from Van 
Buren street for which special tickets were 
sol2. It is easy to count these tickets, but 
they represent only a share of the traffic. 
The suburban trains also ran to the World’s 
Fair. They were thronged, but thousands of 
the passengers were commuters whose tickets 
were simply punched. The officials believe 
that in addition great numbers of people paid 
no fare. The cars were packed and it was 
sometimes in: possible for the collectors to force 
their way past the door. By multiplying the 
number of coaches in use Oct. 31, by the aver- 
age capacity of a car and subtracting from 
the result the average number of commuters 
carried daily, the estimate of 125,000 World's 
Fair passen geis is reached. The officials be- 
lieve that the estimate is extremely conser- 
vative and that the road handled nearer 
175,000 people. 

These Days Taught a Lesson. 

The officials of these companies say that 
‘their experiences during dedication week 
have been of immense value to them. Most 
of them believe that on no one day next 
summer will the Fair be visited by a throng 
greater than that of Oct. 21. A few men, 
however, suggest that events may lend 
special interest to certain days. The visit of 
the President of the United States or of a 
foreign ruler, they believe, would raise the 
population of Jackson Park to the half- 
million int. Oct. 21 they say unraveled 
many of the puzzles in the transportation 
problem. The wisdom or error of plans 
formed by theorizing were demonstrated. 
They know now what their roads can do and 
they can form an intelligent idea of what ad- 
dition to their carrying capacity will be made 
by improvements already arranged for. 

The last echoes of the music and oratory of 
dedication week had not died away before all 
the roads were pushing with renewed vigor 
these improvements. ‘The most important by 
the City railway consists in the application of 
electricity to some of its cross-town lines. 
The Sixty-first street line, which is depended 
upon to land at the Fair passengers who ride 
south on the State street line, is to 
be equipped with the trolley system 
immediately. The electric cars, which will be 
run as fast as the cable, will land passengers 
on a stub track alongside of the Illinois 
Central at Sixtieth street. The line upon 
Sixty-third street will also have the 2 — 
system. At present this line runs from Cot- 
tage Grove to Madison avenue. It will be 
extended eastward to Stony Island avenue 
and around a loop between Sixty-second and 
Sixty-fourth- streets. 

Would Furnish Another Outlet. 

If a suitable viaduct is built across the rail- 
way tracks at Sixty-third and State street the 
Sixty-third street electric line will be extended 
not only to State street, but to Ashland avenue. 
It would thus constitute 4 second 
outlet for State street passengers from 
the north as well as those who 
will come from Englewood and other points 
on the company’s Sixty-ninth, Seventy-ninth, 
and Sixty-third street lines west of State 
street. In any event the Sixty-third street 
line will so relieve the pressure upon the Six- 
ty-first street road as to enormously increase 
the carrying capacity of the latter. The line 
on Forty-seventh street is now run from Cot- 
tage Grove avenue to Ashland-av. Itisto be 
extended to Leavitt street and equipped with 
electricity. The Thirty-fifth street line is to 
have its length nearly trebled, and it, too, is 
to be operated by electricity. Permission to 
use the trolley system ou Ashland, Went- 
worth avenue, and Halsted street over 
the entire length of the present 
lines has been asked, together with like priv- 
ileges on other streets. But it is the intention 
to postpone this work until the lines first 
mentioned are completed. 

The company considers them vitally neces- 
sary to its World’s Fair business. A map of 
the system is given showing these lines, Elec- 
tric cars will be running upon them Jan. 1 
it is expected. The company's electric plant 
will be located at the corner of Fifty-second 
and State, running through to Wabash avenue. 
It will be large enough to supply the wants of 
the company, with ample provision for exten- 
sion of the electric system. 


Increase in the Rolling Stock.

The World’s Fair “L” service will be 
made up of local and express trains, The lat- 
ter will make but few stops and will reach 
the grounds in twenty-three minutes. These 
trains will start every five minutes, making 
the interval between trains two minutes and a 
half. President Barnard is hopeful that the 
interval can be further reduced to two min- 
utes. The company believes that it can han- 
dle 200,000 persons a day next year. 


What the I. C. Will Do, 


The Illinois Central will have eight tracks 
upon its elevated stiucture. Two will be 
given up to freight business, two to through 
trains, two to regular suburban trains, and 
the remuining two to World’s Fair business. 
Express trains will be run from Van Buren 
street. Suburban trains will start from the 
old depot at the foot of Lake street. The of- 
ficia's state that success in handling heavy 
traffic depends upon the system of operating 
the road. They are sanguine that their sys- 
tem will be found nearly perfect. A great 
feature of it will be the Hall 
signal system, which is being ut 
in between Chicago and Kensington. This 
system, they say, will make it possible to run 
trains with perfect safety every two minutes. 
In ten hours they believe 300 trains can be 
handled on asingle track. By utilizing the 
suburban and the World's Fair express tracks 
they can move four times this number in ten 
hours. Between 200 and 300 new cars have 
been ordered, and also a large number of 
locomotives. Nearly all of these cars are con- 
vertible into freight cars. They resemble on 
a large scale the open cars used by the 
street railway companies. The 
at the sides are el by gates 
which are operated by the single motion of a 
lever. The officials are considering a method 
of attaching a gate to the platforms, some- 
thing like the platform gate on the Alley L’’ 
road’s cars, 

Their experience with the crowds dedication 
week taught them that some device will be 
necessary to prevent people from boarding a 
train after it 1s comfortably filled. Turnstiles 
with a ticket taker are also being considered 
for the Van Buren station. Inno other way, 
say the officers, can all tickets be taken up. 
At Lake street passengers will be required to 
show their tickets, 

It 1s possible that permission to drive piling 
for additional tracks from Van Buren street 
to Park row will be asked. A high officer of 
the company says that the traffic cannot be 
be accommodated without this. Their com- 
pany he declares looks to the World’s Fair 
people to help furnish proper facilities. The 
piling for these tracks could be driven he says 
in thirty days. 


Baltimore and @hio Plans, 


The Baltimore and Ohjo’s switch entrance 
into the grounds will ingiude three tracks a 
part of the way at le This switch can 
readily be reached by nearly all roads enter- 
ing Chicago, either over their own tracks or 
by running part of the way over another com- 
pany’s line.

Indiana, Chicago and Eastern Illinois, Pan- 
Handle, Wabash, Grand Trunk, Alton, Santa 
Fé, Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, Chicago 
and Northwestern, Wisconsin Central, and 
Chicago and Greas Western may all strike the 
Baltimore and Ohio route between South Chi- 
cago and the Grana Central Depot. The St. 
Paul could deliver'cars at Ogden avenue OF a 
trackage arrangement with the Pan-Handle, 
Supt. Campbell says. Besides these connec- 
tions there are points on the Baltimore and 
Ohio line in Indiana where several other roads 
can turn over their trains and have them 
hauled to the Fair grounds. 

Within a week a circular will be sent out 
by the Baltimore and Onio informing other 
roads as to cost of using that company’s track 
into Jackson Park. The Baltimore and Ohio’s 
route irom the depot to South Chicago is an 
indirect and a long one. Though intersected 
by some roads either at or near the latter 
point, the haulis a long one for the average 
road from its depot to the grounds. It is 
possible, however, that the Baltimore and 
Ohio's giving trackage charges may set other 
companies to figuring for a share of the mill- 
ions of city passengers next summer. 

The Baltimore and Ohio and Chicago and 
Northern Pacific may enlarge their train 
service from the West Side to the grounds. 
Several trains were run over this route during 
the dedicatory exercises. Ten trains a day, 
each carrying 1,000 persons, could easily be 
taken care of. The Baltimore and Ohio’s 
yards at Wolf Lake are being enlarged so as 
to relieve pressure on the South Chicago 
yards. Only its through trains will be 
brought to the Grand Central Depot next 
summer. Excursion trains from Indiana and 
Ohio will be halted in Jackson Park.

PREPARING FOR NEXT YEAR’S RUSH. 


Steamship People Are Putting On New 
Vessels to Carry World’s Fair Guests. 
New Yorx, Oct. 29.—[Special.]—Nearly all 

the steamship lines which carry the commerce 
of the world to aud from the American shores 
have made special arrangements for trans- 
porting freight and passengers next year in 
connection with the Columbian Fair at Chi- 
cago. Most of the lines expect that there will 
be a large influx of people from all over the 
world to see the big Exhibition. Not only 
from England and Continental Europe, but 
from Japan, China, South America, and the 
West Indies tourists and exhibiters are ex- 
pected to come in throngs. It will be all the 
easier for the transatlantic steamship com- 
panies to handle the passengers, as the tide of 
travel will set westward in the spring and 
eastward in the fall, two seasons when the nor- 
mal passenger traffic is light. 

The North German Lloyd line has already 
opened a special booking.office in Berlin for 
the convenience of people from that capital 
and the surrounding country who intend visit- 
ing Chicago. The line has now eleven steam- 
ers in its transatlantic fleet, and when the 
rush of travelto this country begins next 
year it is proposed to put on the Bayern, 
Preussen, and Sachsen, three big passenger 
steamers which are now running on the com- 
pany’s Australian line. 

At the office of the Cunard line it was said 
that the two new ships of the line, the Cam- 
pania and Lucania, would be in commission 
by spring, and these ships, together with the 
four vessels in the New York service of the 


company, would be sufficient to take care of 


any rush of passengers which might take 
place.. The Inman line people are looking 
forward to a busy season and expect todoa 
big passenger business in the spring and the 
fall. Already many people have been booked 
by the London office for next year.

‘TO MAKE FAST TIME. 


HUNDRED MILES AN HOUR BETWEEN 
OHIOAGO AND ST. LOUIS. 


Plans of the Company Formed to Operate 
the Adams System of Electric High- 
ways—An Air Line Projected with 
Branches to Various Points—Through 
Trains Will Not Stop Between the Ter- 
minal Stations—To Be Completed in 
Time for the World's Fair. 


Chicago to St. Louis m three hours—nearly 
100 miles an hour—that is the remarkable 
time expected to be made by the Chicago and 
St. Louis Electric railroad, operating under 
the Adams system of electric highways. 

The company proposes to have the line com- 
pleted and ready for operation in time for the 
opening of the World’s Fair. 

The proposed road will be operated from 
one central station located at the mouth of a 
coal mine somewhere near the center of the 
road. Thecompany will operate this mine 
by means of electric mining locomotives, elec- 
tric drills, cutters, and lights, and will sell the 
good coal that it mines, using only the waste 
dust or slack to run the engines which 
The 
road will be divided into twenty-five 
sections of ten miles each, constituting a 
block system, making it impossible for any 
two trains of cars to run at a high speed—the 
proposed 100 miles an hour—upon any single 
section at any time, thus making collisions 
impossible. 

There will be a block-signaling system by 
means of incandescent electric lights, with 
telephonic communication between cars upon 
the same section whether running or standing 
still. The road will be illuminated by incan- 
descent electric lamps for one mile ahead and 
one mile behind every train while running at 
night. It will be built practically in a straight 
line and as far as possible will avoid grade 
crossings of other roads. 

It is intended to ultimately lay four tracks, 
two outside tracks for local traffic and freight, 
while thetwo inner tracks will be used ex- 
clusively for through passenger, traffic, mail, 
and express. The through cars will not stop 
anywhere between Chicago ana St. Louis. 

Spurs or branches will be run connecting 
the larger cities and towns along the line of 
the road with the main through tracks, and 
from these points individual cars-will run 
— to Chicago and St. Louis without 


gs of the three routes which this road 
peony to take between Chicago and St. 

uis is thirty-three miles shorter than any of 
the existing steam routes. No through passen- 
ger trains will be run after 9 p. m., the tracks 
to be reserved at night after that hour for 
freight, express, and mail, 

The carriage or car that will be run upon 
the road is long, low, and compact, having 
two pairs of driving wheels, each of 
which is driven by a separate and 
distinct electric motor. The weight of 
the car comes upon these two 
pairs of driving wheels, making it available 
for traction or adhesion between the rails and 
the wheels through which the car is propelied. 
This brings the center of gravity low and near 
to the track, which decreases the danger of 
jumping the rails. It has a wedge-shaped 
front for cutting the air, thus decreasing the 
air resistance and bel ing to keep the car 
down upon the track.. The motorman stands 
immediately back of this wedge-shaped front. 
The driving wheels are six feet in diameter 
and are capable of making 500 revolutions a 
minute. The weight of the car and motor is 
ten tons. 


SHORT RIB DEAL NEARING A CLOSE. 


Monday Settles the Fate of a Transaction 
That Has Attracted Wide Attention. 
Monday will settle the fate of the deal in 


October short ribs, which has attracted wide 


attention in speculative circles all over the 
country. The foremost figures in it, A. W. 
Wright and John Cudahy, were made unusual- 
ly prominent by an attempt to have them held 
on a charge of conspiracy, brought up by a 
dummy for the purpose, it is now believed, of 
getting at information that would have been 
of benefit to some of the shorts. The 
attempt failed. Yesterday there was a 
good deal of interest in the provision 
pit where brokers representing the clique were 
bidding the price up. October ribs closed 
Friday at 11 cents a pound, The opening 
price yesterday was 11K cents, and before the 
close it was run up to 11% cents. Not so long 
ago October ribs were selling under 7 
cents and it seemed as if nearly everybody 
was anxious to sell at as much as possible. 
Wright had loaded up with a line of ribs just 
before the cholera scare and to prevent ruin 
on the part of himself, as well as the general 
trade, stood in the breach when the break 
came and took everything that came to him. 
He may have bought 50,000,000 pounds for 
October delivery. Much of this was sold by 
the packers who expected to have the product 
to deliver, buta large proportion was sold 
„short by speculators who hoped to break 
the market by their . and buy the 
product back at their own figures after the 
crash had come. 

But time went on and no crash came. In- 
stead of declining the price for ribs began to 
advance, and it was found that W right and 
Cudahy owned all of the cash ribs in store 
here and had bought a good deal more which 
they would demand on or before the last day 
of the month. In the months of September 
and October these two have handled about 
70,000,000 pounds of cash ribs, and 60,000,000 
pounds of it have been shipped out into actual 
consumption. Awhile agothe price went over 
10 cents a pound and some of the shorts 
walked up and settled. Since then the ad- 
vance has been slow but gradual, and nearly 
every day some one has arranged to settle 
with the big holders. Yesterday about 250, 
600 pounds were settled for in the open 
market. The advance yesterday from 
11 to 114¢, cents induced some of the packers 
and handlers of the cash product to scurry 
around, rake small lots together until they 
had enough to make up the minimum trading 
lot—650,000 pounds—and then unload it on the 
combine at the newly established figures. 
About 500,000 pounds was taken care of by the 
combine, but about the same quantity was 
sold by them at the advanced figure, so that 
the day’s transactions showed little if any ex- 
pense to the big fellows.

The country is remarkably prosperous, all 
industries are flourishing. There is work at 
fair pay for all who want to labor, The calam- 
ity howler is ashamed to howl. Therefore, 
conservative men, all those who believe in let- 
ting well enough alone, and who do not be- 


long to that class of uneasy mortals who like 
change for

Never, however, have the people demanded 
achange of government because they were 
contented, because they were doing well, and 
because the country was developing and pro- 
gressing more rapidly than ever before.

backs. Noone pities them. They were told 
the consequences and warned of their peril, 
but heeded no admonitions. 

The people of the United States have for 
many years been pursuing a policy which has 
given security to capital and employment to 
labor, and has furnished immense employ- 
ment at good wages. Consumers have been 
enabled to increase their consumption and 
producers their production and depositors 


their savings. Foreign manufacturers may not: 


have been benefited by our policy, but all 
classes of Americans have been. The Demo- 
crats now call on the voters to abandon a pol- 
icy which has done these beneficial thmgs and 
substitute for it one which, whenever tried 


in the past, has resulted disastrously 


to the American people. On previous 
occasions when this country has played with 
Democratic fool fire it has got badly burned. 
There is nothing to show that that fire burns 
less Gangerous now than in the thirties and 
rifties. 

The Democratic policy is free trade and 
wildcat money; whatever office-seekers may 
say to the contrary, they are the basic princi- 
ples of that party and always have been. 

When tried on previous occasions industry 
has been paralyzed as badly on the farm as at 
the factory.

„on the make” that he has made the most 
disreputable canvass known in the records of 
Illinois politics. 


THE JUDICIAL CANDIDATES. 

Six Judges of the Superior Court and two 
Judges of the Circuit Court are to be elected 
on the 8th of next month in Cook County. 
Departing from the custom which was fairly 
well established in this county the Democrats 
insisted this year on making partisan nomina- 
tions for the bench. The Republican com- 
mittee made a proposition that the Judgeships 
should be divided among the parties—the 
Democrats to take four and the Republicans 
four. The Democrats, whose new candidate, 
Jonas Hutchinson, was supported last 
tall by both parties for a@ vacancy on the 
Superior bench caused by the resig- 
nation of a Democrat, refused to consider 
this proposition and in thir convention named 


partisan Democrats for every judicial vacan- 


cy. The Republicans, confronted by this ac- 
tion, also made party nominations, but in do- 
ing so were careful to select as their nominees 
men of fitness, capacity, and high character, 
whose election would tend to elevate the char- 
acter of the bench. The Democrats, on the 
other hand, chose as their nominees men 
chiefly known as politicians ; men whose claims 
on the party regard were obtained as ward 
workers and wire pullers, 

The Republicans wisely renominated the 
two outgoing, Republican Judges, Elliott 
Anthony and Kirk Hawes, who have served 
eight years faithfully and to the entire public 
satisfaction. Theirrecord deserves reélection. 
Associated with these gentlemen on the Re- 
publican ticket are able young lawyers like 
Mr. Chetlain, Mr. Burke, and Mr. Richolson, 
and veteran lawyers of acknowledged capacity 
and large practice like Col. Ball, Mr. 
Condee, and Mr. Hanecy. To the un- 
prejudiced voter there is no question 
as to the superiority of the Republican 
nominees over the Democrats, and yet it re- 
mains for a Democratic organ to simgle out 
one of those Republican nominees for attack. 
Singularly enough the man thus assailed— 
Elliott Anthony—is one of the strongest, 
ablest, and purest men of the present bench-— 
a hard-working Judge, a sound lawyer, whose 
decisions command confidence and respect. 
In the performance of his duties he has doubt- 
less antagonized some lawyers who have 
made the Democratic organ in question the 
vehicle of their spleen and malice. The at- 
tuck, however, cannot injure Judge Anthony, 
as he is too well known and too much 
esteemed in the community for that, It 
has only served to call attention to the 
mediocrities and eccentricities of the Demo- 
cratic judicial ticket, the. absurdity of sug 
gesting candidates of the inefficieacy of Sugg, 
and the temperament of Stein and Goggin, 
the inexperience of Dunne, and the record of 
Ewing and Windes for the bench.

THE BEST POLICY FOR NATIONAL PROS- 
| PERITY. 

The workingman wants to buy needed things 
with his wages, He would not work were it 
not that he expects to be able to procure with 
the proceeds of that labor something that will

add to his comfort and that of bis family. 


As a rule he needs to expend the full amount 
of his wages for comforts and luxuries for 
himself and family. If his wages exceed his 
current expenditures for these objects, so that 
he is able to put by some money in the savings 
bank or the building association, the cash he 
thus saves is loaned out to others, and 
employed as capital to aid in production and 
employment of labor, besides which it is a 
direct element of comfort to the depositor, 
giving him a sense of security against reverses 
and the pleasure of being to some extent a 
at work 
practically exchanges the wages which he re- 
ceives and the products he turns out by his 
labor for the productions of other ‘people; 
and the necessity on his part for exchanging 
the proceeds of his toil for that or those of 


| other toilers sets to work, on the general aver- 


age, one other man in the community to pro- 
vide for his needs. Now thia is a very impor- 
tant fact in political economy to bear in 
mind. 

The case may be thus illustrated: Suppos- 
ing a man earns and has $1,000 to spend in a 
year and that he has a hundred wants, the av- 
erage cost of gratifying each of them being 
$10. It each of these wants were filled from 
the labor of a separate person the total would 
call for one per cent of the productive energy 
of each of a hundred other workers, Then, 
according to this way of looking at the case, a 
hundred toilers would give employment to a 
hundred others, and the average result would 
be as at first stated, that every man who works 
pruductively practically furnishes employ- 
ment to one other in ministering to his needs. 

The tirst worker requires a home for him- 
self and family, and that home has to be built 
even though its use be paid forin rent. He 
requires food and clothing, fuel, and many 
minor comforts, all of which are possible to 
him and his family only because other toilers 
have been at work in producing and transport- 
ing the products which minister to his comfort 
and are purchased with his wages. Hence 
that policy which sets a man at work for good 
wages as a matter of fact sets two men at work 
and thereby supports two families. 

Wherever $1,000 is invested in industrial 
employment as so much capital it sets on the 
average one man to work all the year round. 
Hence the necessity of encouraging the in- 
vestment of capital in order to give employ- 
ment to labor. This is another important 
lesson in political economy. 

Now the average toiler has to feed and 
clothe, house, and keep warm a family, in- 
cluding himself, varying from three to five 
persons. So by the expenditure of his wages 
he finds the means of living for four or five 
persons, and sets to work another man in 
supporting an equal number of persons who 
would otherwise be in want. | 

The great question tween the two political 
parties is where this second family of four or 
five persons shall be thus usefully employed. 
Shall it be in Europe, or at home? The Re- 
publican policy is to provide for the second 
family on our own soil, by protecting the 
home employer’s capital and the worker's 
wages against the destructive cheap labor 
competition of overpopulated Europe. The

On the other hand, the Democratic policy is 
to have one man at workin this country, sus- 
taining himself and family by the wages re- 


ceived for assistance in producing the raw ma- 


terial to be shipped to Europe to be worked 
up there, and to have him spend his earnings 
in paying for the employment of another man 
in Europe who manufactures things for him, 
and maintaining thereby a family on the other 
side of the Atlantic, while the other man in 
this country, who otherwise would be usefully 
employed, is to be left idle, to starve or live 
on his friends or in the poorhouse, or to seek 
work at free trade wages, thereby undercut- 
ting the wages of other men, That is exactly 
the outcome of the Democratic free trade 
policy. 

The Democrats have entirely omitted to 
find an answer to the important question, 
What is to become of the American idler who 
would be left out of work by this arrange- 
ment of having our manufacturing done 


abroad? All the answer they can make is, Let 


him work at the wages paid in Europe and 
then he can find employment under free trade 
in this country. But any workman with a thim- 
bleful of brains cannot fail to see that their 
position is radically wrong. For that idler 
will either become a pauper, of a tramp, or 
address himself to undercutting the wages of 
the other American who is already at 
work, preferring poorly paid employ- 
ment to absolute starvation. The truth 
is, the great mass of people thus 
reduced to extremities would divide up into 
these three classes. The number of paupers 
and tramps would be enormously increased 
and at the same time there would be such a 
reduction in the price of labor as seriously to 
lessen the ability of the people to maintain 
the host of paupers and idlers, while the 
decent part of the community, including the 
toilers, would suffer terribly from the result- 
ing increase of crime. Therefore the working 
people should repudiate the Democratic policy 


and party because the adoption of its platform 


and Southern doctrines would assuredly lead 
to these deplorable consequences. 


THE WORK OF THE EPISCOPALIAN GEN- 
ERAL CONVENTION. 

The general convention of the Episcopal 
Church, which has just ęlosed its sessions in 
Baltimore, has accomplished some important 
work. The prayer book has been revised and 
the hymnal reconstructed, and both have been 
brought into closer relations with the devo- 
tional sentiment of the people. While they 
have been enriched they have also been pop- 
ularized and will prove to be more in 
consonance with the religious thought 
and habit of the American people. 
The canons have-been so improved that the 
standards of admission to the ministry are 
raised, thereby ruling out men of the cheap 
class who, it is stated, have lately found their 
way into the Episcopalian pulpit in some 
cases. Seven new missionary bishops have 
been appointed and five for new jurisdictions 
in this country who are represented as 
practical. and successful men in their 
dioceses. Two important resolutions 
were passed in 
education, one setting forth that subsidies 
should not be received from the government 
in religious education, and the other that sec- 
tarian education by the National Government 
should be forbidden by constitutional amend- 
ment. A joint committee was also appointed 
to make changes in the constitumon of the 
church. Of the work of this committee the 
Boston Herald, which gives much considera- 
tion to Episcopalian matters, says: 

This committee will have in its hands the ma- 
turing of several things which the convention has 
persistently tabooed for several years, such as a 
court of appeals, the vrovincial system, the 
change of name, and the adoption, as a funda- 
mental starting point, of the Lambeth 
articles of 1887 on church unity. The 
proposition to adopt them into the con- 
stitution occupied the convention for nearly a 
week, and was very ably discussed, finally reach- 
ing a favorable action, with which the house of 
bishops refused to concur; but it was a great step 
in advance to have won the lower house, It is 
tne most important step which the popular 
branch has yet taken toward Christian unity. It 
is really the complement of what was begun at 
Chicago in 1836, b 

It is the universal testimony that the conven 
tion was in all respects the most popular and 
democratic known in the recent annals of the 
church, as well as the most harmonious. The 
most liberal degree of toleration was accord- 
ed even in cases of extreme views, and both 
in its decisions and legislation it put 
itself abreast of modern progress in religious 
thought and observances. It was practical, 
thorough, and businesslike in its action and 
displayed a spirit of progressiveness and a de- 
termination to bring the church into sympa- 
thy with the wants of the people which some 
other denominations might do well to imitate. 

THE MILWAUKEE FIRE. 

The disastrous conflagration which swept 
through a thickly settied and business section 
of Milwaukee Friday night recalls many of 
the features of the Chicago fire of 1871, though 
upon asmall scale. In the furious spread of 
the flames, the rapidity with which they com- 
passed the destruction of buildings, their leaps 
from pointto point, dnd in the heavy gaie 
which drove them forward, the description of 
the calamity. read strangely like the story of 
our own great conflagration, though the losses 
of the one are comparatively small when meas- 
ured with those of the other. 
tion in this cass, if it can be called such, is the 
fact that the wind was from the north and 
drove the flames over the lower part of the 
city across an area included between the lake 
and the river. Had it been a southerly gale 
the area of destruction would have included 
the better part of the business and residence 
sections of the city and the loss might have 
been incomparably greater. 

As it is, the fire spread over the whole lower 
part of the Third Ward, and in about eight 
hours had covered twenty blocks, destroying 
about fifty stores and factories and over 500 
residences, besides the extensive freight yards 
of the Northwestern railroad, with their great 
stocks of merchandise, as well as freight cars 
and elevators. The loss of property is various- 
ly estimated at between $5,000,000 and 
$6,000,000, with an insurance of 
probably half that amount. Fortu- 
nately the loss of human life was small. 
But some 2,000 to 3,000 people, most of them 
of the laboring class, are ieft homeless, and 
upon them will fall most heavily the burden 
of this calamity. That Milwaukee will soon 
recover from the blow goes without saying. 
It is a rich and prosperous city, ana its citi- 
zens are generous, plucky, and public 
spirited. After they have recovered from 
the first shock of the disaster they 
will begin the work of recorstruction, 
though it is somewhat late in the season for 
rebuilding. Though the fire has occurred at 
the very edge of winter, it will not be likely to 
occasion serious distress. The insurance will 
help out materially, ana aid will be sent from 
other parts of the State and Chicago will 
cheerfully do its share, so that the homeless 
may be provided for and enabled to find new 
quarters before winter shutsdown. Remem-

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From these statistics it appears that the 
United States does nearly one-third of the

that proportion might be somewhat reduced 
by the fact that labor is cheaper in other 
countries than with us. But the above figures 
give only a partial exhibit of our resources, 
The following, compiled from statistics issued 
by the Treasury Department, are the latest 
available values of our principal agricultural 
products:

Of these totals only wool and live stock are 
for 1892. The value of many of the other 
articles was greater for last year than for 
those stated in the table. Ifallowance were 
made for this the grand total would be fully 
eleven billion dollars. And this is far from 
being & complete showing, since there is no 
tabulation in the agricultural list of numerous 
articles that produce wealth for the farmer, 
the dairyman, and market gardener, nor does 
the value of farm animals include those on 
the vast ranges of the West. But it is not fair 
to assume that these are entirely unrep- 
resented, since they form an important part 
of the raw material in the manufacturing 
statistics. Nor would it be fair to claim, as 
the Times does, that no part of the consump- 
tion on the farm is included, since the value 


of the whole crop is reckoned in the statistics.

For the truth is the greater part of 
the original production is reckoned twice and 
much of it even more than three times in 
various stages of raw material and finished 
product, much of what is rated as finished 
product by one man being returned by an- 
other as raw material. 

Hence, while we sold to foreign countries in 
the last fiscal year more than a billion dollars’ 
worth of produce and merchandise, that vast 
sum amounts to very much more than 2 per 
cent of our total estimated production. It is 
unfair to assume that it represents even as 
little as 316 per cent, the other 964¢ per cent 
remaining at home to be absorbed by our peo- 
ple and increase by so much our national 
wealth.“ In fact, if such a result were already 
attained it would leave us little more to 
hope for in the extension of our foreign 
trade. But it is perfectly legitimate to 
claim that the vast and almost inconceiv- 
able tide of wealth which is represented by 
the above figures is to a very large extent a 
result of the impetus given by our protection 
policy of the last thirty years, and that the 
American people would be the veriest asses 
imaginable if they should abandon all this to 
the winds by opening up our ports to the free 
trade which the Democrats are sighing for, 
and declared for flat-footedly and unequivo- 
cally in their latest national platforin. — 5 


THE REVEREND DIXON GOES A-GUNNING. 

The Rev. Thomas Dixon, a Baptist clergy- 
man of New York City, who has made some- 
thing like a national reputation by his on- 
slaughts on Tammany, has now achieved a 
different kind of reputation by his onslaughts 
upon robins at Staten Island. The retributive 
justice which he has called down upon the 
head of Tammany so often has now descended 
upon his own head, and while denouncing the 
law-breakers of that corrupt organization he 
has had to pay a righteous penalty for his 
own law-breaking.

be hoped, a wiser man. The pleas set forth 
by Mr. Dixon amount to nothing. He first 
urged that he did not know it was against the 
law to shoot song birds. He should have 


known it. If Mr. Dixon is anxious to be

Here is a confession that State bank notes 


will be issued if the Democrats win, and that 
they will be “trash.” But the plea is 
made that the only ones who will lose by them 
will be the little local communities in which 
they are issued and circulate. That is an as- 
sumption which all past experience flatly con- 
tradicts. Those notes did formerly and will

Not so when the equally worthless wild- 
cat notes he gave were those of the Waycross 
Bank of Commerce or the Opelika Manufact- 
urers’ Bank.

How Campaign Banners Are Made. 

Sign-painters, portrait-painters, and sailmakers 
all take part in the manufacture of campaign 
banners, observes Public Opinion. The two sides 
of a campaign banner are easily made in stencil 
factories, but are very troublesome when done by 
band. The names and portraitseare painted on 
muslin, sized with glue, and the sign-painter then 
paints the mottoes. When both sides are com- 


pleted one section is placed on the floor, painted 


side down, and over this a net is placed; then the 
other part is fitted to this above the net and the 
two parts are sewed together with waxed thread 
by the sailmaker. Banners range in price from 
$75 to $500, the cheaper ones bearing only the 
names and principles of the candidates, and hav- 
ing no portraits. There are three general sizes in 
banners—15x20, 20x30, and 30x40 feet—the price 
being regulated mostly by the size, It takes 
about a week to make a banner.

An Englishwoman Discusses Some of the 

Characteristics of Her French Sisters. 

Mrs. Crawford, the Paris correspondent of 
the London: Daily News, has an article on 
The Women of France“ in the new maga- 
zine which has just made its appearance under 
the title the Young Woman: 

*Englishmen in business do not let their 
wives know what trade risks they are running, 
or what dangers are ahead, she suys. Noth. 
ing of this kind is kept from the „ agt 
an by ber matrimonial partner. She is in 
many cases the chief business person of the 
firm. Thus, the wife of the artist takes upon 
herself the whole commercial work of 
the association, drawimg buyers to the 
studio, calling on journalists who may help 
him to climb to fame, making out bills, and 
to the best of her ability 4 her partner 
from the prose of life to allow him to devote 
himself entirely to his art. Her diplomat ie 
cleverness is taxed in hunting after the Cross 
of the Legion of Honor for him. Sir Joshua 
Reynolds regarded a promising painter who 
got married as lost to art, or. at any rate, cer- 
tain never to be famous, The converse view 
is taken in Paris. The wife looks better than 
the husband could for investments for his 
earnings. Mme. Coquelin invests all the 
money made by the famous actor, who calls 
her his Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

“The Frenchwoman can finesse, and un- 
derstanas that every truth is not to be blurted 
out. Still, there is asplendid frankness in the 
way in which she goos forward on whatever 
path she is following. That sort of snobbism 
that Thackeray tried to write down has no 
hold on her. No attempt is made by her. to 
pass herself off for having a larger income 
than she really enjoys. I have often admired 
the freedom from snobbish pretension of the 
wife of many a young professional man, and 
have known some such who were qualified by 
good looks, education, and fairly good dowries 
to play ornan.ental parts in life. But they 
preferred to throw in their lots with those of 
struggling men of ability, who, if rich in well- 
founded hopes of succeeding in their respect- 
ive walks of life, were far too poor to keep up a 
genteel establishment. What do vou 
think of the highly-accomplished wife 
of a rising young barrister, who may 
any day come forward as a candidate for 
Parliament, preparing andeserving a dinner 
for a dozen friends, and playing the part of 
hostess with a good grace? There was no 
bungling in either the ccoking or the service, 
nor any crossness or flurry. The husband, I 
may add, helped in many ways before the 
guests arrived. 1 was asked for a particular 
reason to come early and found him laying 
the cloth. He arranged prettily the butter 
and radishes and ran outonerrands. Some

FINEST FORESTS IN THE WORLD, 


The Splendid Trees Found in the Neigh- 
borhood of Puget Sound. 

Portland Oregonian: The forests of North- 
west America, the product of the warm Japan 
current and the prevailing Western winds 
sweeping over it, are the largest and most val- 
vable known. With headquarters of greatest 
development around Puget Sound, they ex- 
tend northward over the islands and penin- 
sulars of Alaska, eastward over the 
lains and cross ranges of mountains to 
daho and Montana, and southward along 
the coast and interior mountains across 
California, Nevada, Arizona, and New Mexico. 
The greater part, perhaps nine-tenths, of this 
great forest consists of resinous, mostly ever- 
green, trees, distinguished botanically by 
their fruit as cone-bearers. On the United 
States Pacific slope, between the boundaries of 
Mexico and British North Ameriva there are 
found to be sixty-four species and seventy-six 
well-marked varieties of species of cone- bearers, 
allcomprised in fifteen families or genera, 
readily distinguished by the botanist, but some 
of.them not distinctly apparent to the general 
observer. 
is the pine family with twenty-five species, 
followed by the spruce, comprising nine 
species, and the fir family of as many species. 
Besides those, there are two larches or tam- 
aracks, two sequoias or big trees (limited to 
California), two American cedars, two ground 
cypresses, five standard cypresses, tive junipers, 
a yew and a nutmeg tree, sixty-four species in 
all! The State of Oregon is a quadrangular 
section of this Pacific slope, cutting across the 
western ranges of mountains densely clothed 
with twenty-seven species of these trees,some of 
them rarely met with, and, until recentty, but 
little known. Nine of the pines, the two lar. 
ches, six spruces, five firs, two American 


cedars, the two ground cypresses, two juni-. 


pers, and the western yew are found in Ore- 
gon. Certain portions of the Oregon forests 
are aggregations of those species, particularly 
along the coast, and are so close set that they 
must grow tall and slim, and the lumberman, 
desiring certain kinds of trees, must cut away 
much of the rest to obtain them. 

In the interior, on the elevated plateaus of 


‘the Cascade Mountains, which are but a con- 


tinuation-of the California Sierras, are found 
noble forests, notably around the snow- 
striped peaks of Hood, Jefferson, Thielson: 
Three Sisters, Pitt, and others.

the year miss much that the inhabitants of 
Kilbourn City speak of regretfully. The sta- 
tion is not surrounded by hotelkeepers, ex- 
pressmen, barges, and omibyses, the drivers 
of which are ready to pounce upon unsuspect- 
ing travelers as the trains ‘discharge their 
loads.of passengers. There are no driving 
parties, no picnic parties, no moonlight ex- 
cursions up the river, no dances in the bi 
hotel that stands midway between Col 
Water Cafion’’ and Artists’ Glen,“ no groups 
of summer girls making cool spots of color 
on green lawns in their fresh cotton dresses. 
All the attractions that every well conducted 
summer resort offers to tourists are lacking. 
But there are others which are quite as well 
worth traveling even longer distances than 
that between Chicago and Kilbourn City to 
experience. 

Kilbourn itself 1s a queer little town—three 
parts New England and one part Western. At 
least that is the first impression one receives 
from it. The roilmg country that surrounds 
it, the square white houses with their generous 
“front yards and the maple trees casting 
flickering shadows on the grass—the entire ap- 
pearance of the place, as one views it from 
the wide country roads that run through it, 
thus acquiring temporarily the dignity of 
streets, might be that of a New Hampshire or 
Vermont town as easily as a Wisconsin one. 
But the business street, wide, irregularly built 
up, given over to dust if Boreas reigns, to the 
muddiest mud in the round world if Jupiter 
Pluvius happens to have charge of the uni- 
verse—this is typically, hopelessly, altogether 
Western. | 

The people, outside of those of Celtic or 
Teutonic origin, who preserve the character- 
istics of their own race, maintain the same 
proportion of western and eastern qualities as 
the town, uniting to New England shrewd- 
ness, good sense, and industry the cordiality 
and open-heartedness. that belong to the 
States this side of the Alleghanies, in its per- 
fection the happiest combination in the 
world. | 

It is easy to like Kilbourn and Kilbourn 
people, just as easy as it is hard not to be 
moved beyond the power of orainary scenery 
to affect one by the great beauty of the Wis- 
consin. At this season of the year the queer 
little steamers are ail moored along the river 
banks where the Current is least strong, 
reflecting into the rippling water the gayest, 
most grotesque colors that ever came out of a 
paint shop. Even the Dell Queen, the last 
boat of them all to be withdrawn, has ceased 
carrying parties of sight-seers and substantial- 
looking lunch baskets to ‘* Witch’s Gulch,”’ 
and the daily photograph of boat and 
passengers, which in season is a distinct 
feature of the trips, has long since become an 
obsolete custom, 

Most of the guides, too, have gone down the 
river or into the fields for a well deserved 
holiday, or up north into the lumber regions 
for winter work. The only possible way of 


seeing the river is in asmall boat rowed by a 
guide, however, and since Kilbourn has a 
fashion of arranging most things for people 
who appreciate its good points even belated 
travelers are fairly sure to find somebody, 
bronzed of face and strong of arm, to row 
them up against the swirling current and 
pilot them into the caves and cafions that the 
rushing waters have wort into the great sand- 
stone bewlders which hedge them about. 

No one who has made that little journey on 
asunshiny October morning can ever forget 
it. The exhiiaration, the excitement as each 
turn in the river reveals fresh, unguessed 
beauty is something to remember in midwin- 
ter and the whirl of town life. The sun beats 
down with a warmth that is reminiscent of the 
early summer. sky arches over the river, 
an unbroken, unstained vault of sapphire. 
Not a ripple moves the surface of the water in 


hulls in proof of the tradition’s truth, and 
there, resting against thesideof a cavern, is 
the mailed and gauntleted hand of the deity 
that struck the awful blow. Whers the chan- 
nel is narrowest, Blackhawk’s pony lea 
across the tide from rock to rock, bearing the 
chieftain safely away from his pursuers. In 
this cave, cut out of the solid rock 
high above one’s head, 

by an overhanging |

legends. 
book traditions, made up out of whole cloth 
to satisfy the omnivorous summer tourist’s 
craving for the weird and sensational. Three 
are enough for people whose demands on life 
are modest—enough, with the old Indian 
trails by which one wanders through the 
woods, to give one a long look backward into 
an unstoried past. 

Of all the cafions Witch’s Gulch is the most 
remarkable; of all the formations ** Stand 
Rock ana “ Luntheon Hall.“ The latter 
form part of a group of bowlders at the very 
head of the Upper Dells, and are accessible 
only by a long walk across a marshy meadow, 
the invasion of which mild-eyed cows resent, 
mildly. Stand Rock stands alone, 
quite separated from the other forma- 
tions, like a great pillar of a

giant’s ruined palace. ‘** Luncheon Hall,” 
with its porticoes and great shelves of sand- 
stone, might be some baby Titan’s doll-house. 
In both forniations there is so much that looks 
on the face of it like design thatit is hard to 
realize the sweep of the restless current of the 
river alone is responsible for them. 

Ine guich broadets out at the mouth of the 
stream that runs madly through it into a 
eeaceful enough bit of meadow, affording a 
glimpse of the Wisconsin beyond the sand bar 
at its foot. 


% Artists’ Glen, of all the other cafions, is 
perhaps the best worth describing. Its charm 
is distinctly its own, albeit calmer, more 
rational, possibly more conventional, than 
that of its mad neighbor. It is broad and is 
filled with fine white birches, not too young 
to possess power, and masses of ferns. It, 
like the others, is the bed of a stream that in 
early spring asserts itself, but for the greater 
part of the year is content to exist placidly, 
even to efface itself completely upon occasion, 
It is a beautiful spot, well named too, unless a 
saving clause might be added to its title 
giving lovers an equal claim to it with artists. 
Still they do not wait for a title-right to its 
occupancy, it is said. 

The Lower Dells are to at least one of their 
guests a sunset-irradiated, moonlit memory. 
Their hospitality is more delicate than that of 
the great cliffs which lie above Kilbourn City. 
They offer one less excitement, fewer breath- 
less scrambles, not half so much storytelling. 
But there is peace with them and a still sense 
of beauty that is abiding. Below Kilbourn 
the river broadens, the rapidity of the current 
appreciably diminishes, and one has an op- 
portunity to catch one’s breath and look 
about a bit. With the exception of “ Hawk’s 
Bill,” one of the most marked formations on 
the river, the sandstone does not offer much 
that is interesting until one reaches hugh de- 
tached t owiders, “Sugar Bowl,” “ Inkstana,”’ 
and Ln Rock,” far down at the very end 
of the Dc lls, where the Wisconsin makes up 
its mind o forsake wild courses and to flow 
gently past its broad meadows like any other

NO BOURBON INCREASE IN KINGS. 


Cleveland’s Plurality in Brooklyn Cannot 
Exceed That of Four Years Ago. 

Brooxtyx, N. I., Oct. 26.—[Special.]— 
Long Island is an echo of New York City. 
This means Democratic majorities. Staten 
Island, which composes the County of Rich- 
mond, is a sounding-board for both New 
York City and Jersey. If the island were a 
larger une this would mean big Democratic 
majorities, but it is not and the majority is 
about 1,600. The vote of Brooklyn and Kings 


County is not proportionately so heavily 
Democratic as New York, but it must always 


be reckoned as helping to swell the Democratic 
majorities below Harlem by 12,000 to 18,000. 
Brooklyn has no Tammany Hall. It has 
simply a boss and his name is Hugh Me- 
Laughlin. He does not divide his power with 
any rivals, as Boss Croker across the bridge is 
forced to do. Boss McLaughlin has under- 
taken the contract of giving Cleveland 18,000 
to 20,000 majority in Kings County, or more 
than 6,000 above the majority of 1888. It was 
the slump in Kings four years ago that em- 
phasized Gen. Harrison's victory. Four years 
previously there had been just as bad a slump 
from the Republicans, who fell short of the 
vote they had reason to look for several thou- 
sand. This year the conditions are better un- 
derstood and neither party is likely to be 
sag deceived regarding its own strength. 
McLaughlin was bored unmercifully be- 
cause of the poor showing he made in 1888, 
and there is no doubt about his earnestness in 
trying to redeem himself in the year of grace 
for all bosses, which ie 1592. Two weeks ago 
no one questioned that Cleveland would-have 
at least 15,000 majority in Brooklyn and Kings 
County, while there were some who thought

Ex-Mayor Chapin, at one time Speaker of 
the Assembiy, was their favorite, but his rec- 
ord became clouded.

Or it may that they are afraid to 
stand up and be counted. At any rate less is 
heard from them than in former years, 

There are some queer elements which enter 
into the situation on the Sound. John Y. Mc- 
Kane, the Czar of Coney Island, is support- 
ing Cleveland this year. McKane has the offi- 
cial position of supervisor at that pleasure 
resort, but in reality he is the absolute master 
of it. His subjects never dream of question- 
ing his authority. In 1888 Bons McLaughlin 
tried to discipline Czar McKane. The 
Czar rebelled, and of course all his 
subjects rebelled. He did not pretend to be a 
Republican, but to show his power he voted 
his 800 subjects for Harrison. Since then 
Boss McLaughlin has capitulated and on his 
invitation Czar McKane came back with a 
brass band and colors flying. His return to 
the fold means an addition of about 1,000 to 
the Democratic vote. 

Up at Long Island City, in Queens County, 
there is another Czar named Patrick Jeli. reun 
Gleason. Czar Gleason has several thousand 
subjects, who elect him Mayor regularly. He 
is a Democrat, and four years ago all his sub- 
jects voted for Cleveland. Mayor Gleason’s 
doings fill more — in the New York papers 
half the time t do the happenings in 
Gotham itself. He is always at war with 
somebody, and he rules Long Island City with 
arod of brass. In 1888 his sway was not 
quite so absolute, and there was no chance for 
a revolt. 

This year there is a big rebellion. It is 
called The Jefferson Democratic Move- 
ment,“ and the Jeffersonians are making it 
lively for Mayor Gleason. The Mayor declares 
that they are hurti the Democratic Presi- 
dential ticket, and that while his friends will 
be loyal to Cleveland, the Jeffersonians won’t. 
They, on their part, retort that the Czar 
is willmg to sacrifice the Presidency 
of the United States to gratify his own petty 
ambition to continue Mayor of Long Island 
City. The outcome of it is going to be that 
the Democratic national ticket wi'l lose more 
votes in Long Island City by the Gleason 
anti Gleason struggle than it ae in Coney 
Island by the return of Czar McKane to his 
old allegiance.

Their leaders, 
however, agree in the statement that their 
fights are not going to hurt the Presidential 
ticket. Each faction being headed by a Fed- 
eral officeholder will feel bound to make the 
best possible showing for the national ticket. 
Democrats who have been watching the strug- 
gle Lave reached the conclusion that their on 
benefit from it will be in the local offices. 

Queens County, which sdjoins Kings, is 
usually good for a Democratic majority of 
2,000, with an increase in the off years.

Flower and the 
State authorities for making their side of the 
wland a quarantine cholera station. This 
class has n heretofore solidly Democratic. 
It is barely possible that some of them won’t 
vote their ticket this fall because of their con- 
troversy with Gov.

DEMOORATS, HOWEVER, DO NOT 
IO FOR HEAVY GAINS. — 


They Will Be Forced to Beat the Vote of 
1888 if They Expect to Carry the State 
—Legislative Rows Wil Affect the Pres- 
idential Contest This Year and. the 
Chances for Grover Are Exceedingiy 
Poor—Chairman Murphy's Little Game 
in Troy Checked. 

- Aypany, N. X., Oct. 29.~[Special.]—Two 

hardy Knickerbockers from New Amsterdam 

came up the Hudson once and traded a pound 
of tobacco with the Mohawks for the hills 
around what is now Albany. Then they quar- 
reled with each other as to the ownership of 
the highest hill. Pretty soon two other Dutch 
settlers came along and ranged themselves on 


either side. Then there were two parties, and 
each party was big enough to have a quarrel 


within itself. This has been going on for two 
or three hundred years, and Albany politics is 
A hundred years 


from now it will stili be mixed, and each party 
will have a division within itself. Perhaps in 
the next century the Empire State Capital 
politics won't be quite so corrupt, for Albany 
and Troy are the cores of a rotten apple. 
They are the worst spots for colonization and 
ballot frauds outside of New York City. 
Needless to say they are big props in the 
Denocratic majority. Albany County has a 
normal Demoecratic majority of perhaps 
2,500, due to the vote of the — Rensselaer. 
across the river, would be safely Repubhcan 
if it were not for the overshadowing influence 
of Troy, which is a Democratic cesspool. This 
year the Democrats have got to do much bet- 
ter hereabouts than they did in 1888if they 
are to have any chauce of corsying the State. 

The Democratic machine in Albany is in 
the hands of Judge D. Cady Herrick, a thor- 
ough Cleveland man. It is not customary for 
the Judges of the Supreme Court in most 
States to boss politics of their county or city, 
but Judge Herrick does it and his friends jus- 
tify him. They say it 1s in the interest of 
good politics to have a man like Judge Her- 
rick running the machine, which would 
otherwise fall into the hands of 
the Hill men. Herrick was elected 
Judge of the Supreme Court while 
holding his place as a member of the Demo- 
cratic State Central committee. His judicial 
robes did not keep him from going out to 
Chicago as a member of the Anti-Snapper 
delegation. Nor do his judicial duties inter- 
fere with his bossing the present campaign. 
This is a at comiort to Mr. Cleveland’s 
friends. It puts the Republicans on their 
mettle, for they recognize in Judge Herrick 
one of the shrewdest political manipulators in 
the State. 

It Is Hill vs. Herrick. 

Judge Herrick’s leadership is not pleasing 
to an eminent Democrat who registered Sat- 
urday as a legal voter in Albany. This is 
Senator David B. Hill. At the time of the 
midwinter convention Hill captured some of 
the lukewarm Cleveland people, among them 
Mayor Manning, the son of Secretary Man- 
ning, and John Boyd Thacher, President of 
the State League of Democratic clubs, 
who is better known to Chicago people as a 
Worid’s Fair Commissioner. Judge Herrick 
and Gen. Tracey, the Congressman, were about 
the only fighting Cleveland men left. Natural- 
ly they are in charge of the Democratic cam- 
paign. Hill and his friends seem to be mere- 
ly lookers-on, yet as Hill led Cleveland in 1888 
by 600 in this Democratic county it would 
seem that David B. bas some friends. 

The row among the Democrats just now is 
over the legislative ticket. Last. winter Boss 
Herrick forced the Hill majority in the Legis- 
lature to give Albany four Assemblymen when 
it was only entitled to three. He has nom i- 
nated a full ticket. The Hill faction has put 
up opposition Democratic candidates in two 
of the four districts, and will probably have a 
candidate in another of the districts soon. 
The Republicans who have popular candidates 
stand a fair chance of gaining an Assembly- 
man. a 
It happens that the fiercest factional fight 
atnong the Democrats is in the Assembly dis- 
trict where Senator Hill is a registered voter. 
Judge Herrick has been implored for the sake 
of the party to pull off his Assembly candi- 
dates, but he refuses. He declares the fight 
won’t hurt the Presidential ticket because 
Hill and his friends will be held. responsible 
if there is uny falling off in Cleveland’s vote. 

Chairman —— Murphy Jr. of the State 
committee, who wants to be Senator, has 
been using that committee to get the Herrick 
candidates withdrawn, and Candidate Cleve- 
land himself has been warned that he must 
discipline his friends as he did the Anti-Snap- 
persin New York. All this time Hill keeps | 
quiet, yet those who know him say that Her- 
rick’s scheme for holding him responsible on 
the Presidential vote will not work, and that 
he will yet have his candidates for the Assem- 
bly declared regular. 

tt does not look as though this Democratic 
tight would have the usual effect of increasing 
the votes on the national ticket. There are 
some drawbacks, One of these is Labor Com- 
missioner Peck. Democrats may not believe 
it, but Peck has some friends in the labor or- 
ganizations here in Albany. Gov. Flower has 
found that out. When the Labor Commis- 
sioner’s statistics were first made public Gov. 
Fiower roared “Off with his head—the 
blankety blank traitor.“ But the Governor 
has some coolheaded advisers who told him 
that the blunder of making a martyr of the 
Labor Commissioner by chopping his head off 
would cause the loss of several thousand votes. 
And the Hill people in spite of their public 
protestations have not discarded Peck. 

Still Stand by the Ticket. 

The Republicans have their family fight, 
but it would be hard to trace out the cause of 
it, and nobody would care anyhow. The di- 
vision seems to drawn on the administration 
and anti-administration line preceding the Min- 
neapolis convention. The other day the fam- 
ily differences were emphasized in what was 
deciared vo be a victory for the administra- 
tion forces in nominating a Congressman who 
stands no show of election, as the district is 
Democratic by several thousand. Here, as 
in some other parts of the State, the Repub- 
licans who were opposed to President Harri- 
son’s renomination are doing the brunt of the 
work for his election. 

Four years ago when there was the usual 
factional fight on some other line the Albany 
Republicans sacrificed their national ticket, to 
the bitter disappointment of the Republican 
National committee. This year they do not 
seem likely to repeat that folly, and both fac- 
tions are really working together for the Pres- 
idential candidate. They ought to be able to 
keep Cleveland's majority under 1,500. Four 
years ago he had 1,700 over Gen. Harrison. 
The Deinocrats insist that the natural in- 
crease in their vote will insure them at least 
2.500. This seems doubtful, and if they get 
2,000 they will do well ir a total vote which 
will probably be over 40,900, 

In 1884 Mr. Blaine’s popularity enabled tne 
Republicans to cut down the Democratic 
majority to 900, but it is too much fo expect 
them to do quite as well this year. They can, 
however, keep it under the figures of four 
years ago. They have done good work in 
forestallmg Democratic frauds in registra- 
tion, and a reasonably honest vote is assured.

Every one has heard of the ‘Schoharie 
Dutchmen.” They are a very substantial 
class of citizens—not ina hurry to take up 
with new-fangled notions. Though Schoharie 
joins Albany on the southwest and the capital 
is only a few hours distant, it was a Schoharie 
Dutchinan who, when elected Governor of the 
State, had to have a committee escort him to 
the capital so that he would not get lost. At 
least that is one of the ‘traditions of Albany. 

Schoharie is one of the rural Democratic 
strongholds. Cleveland carried it * 1,900 in 
1884 and by something over 1,300 in 1888. This 
year the Republicans expect to cut the major- 
ity down to 1,100 and the Democrats say that 
it will be somewhere between that of 1884 and 
1888. The Republicans of the county are 
wideawake, and last year Flower’s majority 
was Only 1,600. This is taken as evidence that 
the Democrats will not de so well this year. 
The county is an agricultural one and the peo- 

ple are practical farmers. They grow hops 
ana hay and they have found that the tariff is 
a pretty good thing for then. There are new 
silk mills at Cobleskill and these will help in- 
crease the Republican vote in the county. 

The striking thing about Schoharie as about

In 
Rensselaer and Schenectady, which by reason 
of the small Republican majorities might 
fairly be called the tighting ground, they have 
really little hepe-of making-euy gains. Possi- 
bly their chances are better in Schenectady 
than elsewhere, There is, however, none of 
the aggressive spirit which might be looked 
for if the party really expected to carry the 
State.

PANIC OF 1857 CAUSED BY DEMOCRATS. 


How the Old State Banks Burst and Some 
of the Sad Effects. 

Council Bluffs Nonpareil: The last grand 
exposition of State currency establishments 
took place in 1857. It was, as it had been in 
the former instances, the direct result of an 
extreme expansion of circulating notes, and 
of credits based on that expansion. In 1849 
the whole number of banks was 850, and their 
circulation was $114,000,000. In 1857 the num- 
ber of banks had nearly doubled, being 
1,450, the circulation of which amount- 
ed to 2215,00, 000. The Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, aud Washington banks 
first suspended specie payment. The result 
quickly followed in the East, West, and South, 
and in October the New York banks also sus- 
pended. The effect of this action was imme- 
diate and tremendous. Factories were shut 
up everywhere. Employés were generally 
dismissed. In New York City 20,000 men and 
women lost their places in a fortnight. Mer- 
chants, tradesmen, professional men were in 
aistress. Again the banks began the business 
of restoration. Within three months they re- 
duced the circulation nearly 30 per cent— 
from $215,000,000 to $155,000,000. The total 
of their loans was reduced over $100,000,000. 
In 1858, owing to these ‘“‘heroic measures, 
the better class of banks resumed again. In 
1861 there was another suspension. This was 
the last of the old State banks. They never 
did business again. 

Between 1843 and 1860 some 1,500 banks 
had exploded. Official reports in 1860 from 
eighteen States showed 140 banks broken, 
234 closed,“ and 231 ** worthless ’”’—505, out 
of the whole 1,281, There were thirty-four 
States in that year, and the whole number of 
banks was about 1,600, In other words, 
fully one-third of the banks then existing 
was in a condition of utter ruin. From 
the foregoing statements—those in our 
present, and in yesterday’s article—it will 
be found that our bank note circulation 
amounted, just before the war of 1812, to 
$3.87 for each one of our people. In 1813 
it had increased to $7.72 for each person. At 
the close of the war in 1815 it was $10.58, and 
in 1818 it amounted to $11.85 for every man, 
woman, and child in the United States. In 
1821, when resumption had been nomunally 
effected, it was again reduced to $4.78 for each 
person. 
the next State bank era; in 1830 the amount 
per — was only $4.74: in 1887 it had in- 
creased to $10.35, and in 1843, after the panic 
had cleaned out everybody, it was only $3.20. 
So also in the next crisis andcrash. In 1849 
there was a circulation of only $4.90to each 
person; in 1857 it had increased to $7.30, and 
in 1858 it had declined to $5.20. 

Besides these great and constantly recurring 
crises every ten or fifteen years from 1780 to 
1860 there were intermediately fluctuations, 
more or less extensive and violent, which were 
locally disastrous. The reason is not far to 
seek. Four-fifths of all the banks in existence 
from 1805 onward to the end of their career 
were more or less discredited everywhere. At 
a point 100 miles distant from their homes the 
greater portion of them were of doubtful 
credit, and many had no credit at all. They 
were organized under the laws of from thir- 
teen different States at the 41 
ning to thirty-four at the end. y 
were managed by all sorts and conditions 
of men — by selfish and unprincipled 
schemers in the majority of instancee. and 
rarely by men whose word Was a8 good as 
their bond. The most of them were carried 
on for speculative purposes solely. Their 
circulation universally was inconvenient, 
uncertain and expensive. re were, for 
example, in 1856 over 8,000 genuine bills, of 
more than 1,400 different banks, and in 1862 
there were in circulation more than 
10,000 genume of 1,600 different 
banks in the North alone. New Jersey had 
in 1862 fifty-four banks, the notes of which 
were of 400 different designs; in the State 
of Massachusetts 177 banks circulated 1,575 
different designs upon their notes. New 
York, with its 305 banks, had 2,000 differ- 
ent designs. *

SPRINGFIELD GERMAN DEMOORAT 


DISOWNS THE PLATFORM. 


He Dislikes Wildcat Money and Cannot 
Support the Party Nominee for Gov- 
ernor—Bourbons Offering Bribes to 
Young Lutherans to Cast Their Ballots 
for the Syndicate Candidate—Men Who 
Think Him Unsafe and Wish to Make 
His Defeat a Crushing One. 

Srrinerietp, III. Oct. 29.— [Special. — 

There was consternation in the ranks of the 

Democrats of Sangamon County last week 

when it was announced that one of the most 

prominent Germans in the city of Springfield, 
and one of the wealthiest and most liberal 

citizens, would not vote the ticket. He is a 

director in one of the national banks, the 


in the city, and a business-man and capitalist 
interested in city and farm property to a 
considerable extent. 

“Iam no politician,” said he. I don’t 
know much about politics, and for the reason 
that Iam a plain business-man I do not care 
to have my name used in the newspapers. It 


is a fact that I have said I would not vote the. 


Democratic ticket this year, and I mean it. I 
cannot vote for a Republican, and so I won't 
vote at all.“ 

What is the matter with the Democratic 
ticket this year?“ 

It isn’t so much the ticket as it is the plat- 
form and the talk of some of the prominent 
Democrats. The reddog shinplasters of 1850 
they are enough to make a well man sick. It 
disgusts me to see any party, and especially 
the Democratic party, that I have been with 
all my life, declare for a return of them, 
Have I ever had any experience with the 
wildcat money? I should say I had. 
Why, in 1857 all the boys where I worked were 
paid every Saturday night, and most of the 
time we were paid in the scrip of some 
bank that burst that day. I don’t want any 
more of it in mine and I don’t want the State 
cursed with it. A delegation of Democrats 
calied on me the other day to get me to recon- 
sider and come to the polls. They said that 
plank was put in the platform to catch votes 
in the South. That was worse and more of 
it. Playing the hypocrite. A piece of low 
demagogy which honest men ought ‘to de- 
spise. Instead of giving good reasons why I 
should vote they only made me firmer 
in my intention to stay away from 
the polls. If they don’t leave me alone 
Il am liable to out and vote the 
straight Republican ticket. No, there is no 
inducement for me to go out and vote this 
year, and I won’t do it. Altgeld? Yes, there is 
another reason why I don’t want to vote. He 
is Claiming to carry the German vote in his 
pocket. Thinks and says that all the Germans 
will vote for him because he is of 
German descent. I don’t know whether 
he is or not. I am an American eciti- 
zen. I think as much of the old country 
as any other man that has lived there, 
or was born there, but it is only a memory. 
Asan American citizen I owe a duty to the 
present and the future, and no man that begs 
for votes on the ground that he was born 
across the ocean is fit for Governor. If he is 
an honest and an honorable man, has got the 
necessary ability for tne place, and is an Amer- 
ican citizen, true to the Constitution and laws 
and the institutions of the country—those are 
proper qualitications.”’ 

This man does not stand alone among 
the German Democrats of this city 
in his opposition to the ticket this 
year. The elder’ generations that have 
hved in this country prior to the war 
and experienced the bite of the reddog cur- 
rency serpent state that that is reason suffi- 
cient for voting the Republican ticket or not 
voting at all this year. The younger element 
among the Germans takes umbrage. at 
the bringing of religion ‘into politics. They 
fear the effect of a religious war at the ballot- 
box. Besides this, the character of the Dem- 
ocratic nominee for Governor as published by 
the Democratic papers has convinced many 
that the State would be unsafe in his hands. 
They all resent the idea, too, that they can be 
counted and voted for any inan that claims 
German descent, no matter what his qualifi- 
cations. : 

Offered Money to Vote. 

While the distrust of Altgeld as a man is 
spreading in every county in the State the 
candidate himself is not idle. Tus Trrscnz 
correspondent met a young man last Saturday 
in a little town on the Chicago division of the 
Illinois Central who stated that he had not 
voted atthe last two Presidential elections, 
although entitled to vote. 

But I guess I’ll have to vote this year. 
Why? Because I am pestered to death by 
Democrats to come out, The member of the 
committee for our town offered me $25 if 1 
would vote. I told him that was an insult, 
and that I didn’t have to be hired or bought, 
that I would vote if I wanted to.“ 

Was he in earnest?”’ 

Indeed he was, and I hear that he has cor- 
raled fifteen or twenty fellows who don’t do 
much but chew tobacoo and whittle dry goods 
boxes. Yes, I II vote the straight Democratic 
ticket. I gave my word and I'll keep it. I 
have a brother that never voted iu his life and 
he's older than I am. I don't know whether 
they have got him to make a promise or not.“ 

Twenty-five dollars a vote for Democrats to 
go to the polls is a pretty good price for this 
time of the year, and indicates the low nature 
of the man who wants toadminister the affairs 
of this State for the next four years. The 
name of the young man above referred to will 
be furnished on application of any respect- 
able person at Tue T’arpunsz office, The writer 
has personally met with six Democratic nom- 
iness for the Legislature who will not vote for 
Altgeld, and every one of the six will be 
elected: they are from districts that are 
safely Democratic. On a show down, four of 
them would line up under the banner of Will- 
iam R. Morrison and the other two under the 
Palmer standard. wg: Chey give the same 
reason—viz.: A belief Altgeld isan un- 
safe man, and it would be dangerous to trust 
him in such a position. 

Defeat Should Be Crushing. 

It is my opinion, said one of these, that 
he will be defeated anyhow, but it ought to be 
made crushing, so we will not only get rid of 
him for the future, but no party will dare 
nominate such a man again for the office of 
Governor. A simple defeat will not cure the 
disease. The parasites and bloodsuckers about 
him should be marked and laid away forever 
along with their patron and leader. If Fifer 
is elected only by the usual majority of 15,000 
to 25,000 Altgeld will still have a position in 
the Demovratic party in the State. If the de- 
feat is overwhelming we will be done with 
him forever. What. a sad fate for a great 
party to be compelled to bear a man of such 
a character for years to come! Of course 
Gen. Palmer, Gen. Black, Col. Morrison, 
Judge Goudy, Judge Tree, Judge Worthing-

When Mr. Gay planned the trip he knew he 


would have to make it attractive 
thorough. He secured the services of a High- 
land bagpipe-player, William McLennan, and 
advertised the fact that he would play at every 
rally. Then the party started out on horse- 
back. it consisted of Mr. Gay, W. R. Hoole, 
candidate for Representative, C. G. Morse, 
candidate for Sheriff, Louis Williams, candi- 
date for Prosecuting Attorney, and the bag- 
piper. They visited every precinct in the 
western end of Clallam County, going as far 
west as La Push, the most westerly voting pre- 
cinct in the State, or in the Uni States, for 
that matter. 

The people had never before been visited by 
campaigners, and received the party with gen- 
uine pioneer cordiality.

True Republican Policy—Mistakes of the 
Calamity Howlers Exposed. 
Senator Allison of Iowa in the New York

hree years of a successful administration 
have witnessed labor throughout the country 
constantly employed, agriculture flourishing, 
industries prosperous, and many new ones be- 
ing created; our internal commerce 
grown beyond reasonable computation; our 
foreign commerce has received a new impetus 
under the recent legislation of Congress, sup- 
plemented by a friendly administration; our 


trade, foreign and domestic, is in a healthy

How marked is the contrast with the four 
years of President Cleveland with Democrat- 
ic control of the House. They dealt with 
none of these pressing and complex questions. 
Dur revenues were excessive; they allowed an 
entire Congress to pass without action. With 
another election 2 hard they sent to the 
Senate the Mills bill, free trade in its tenden- 
oy, which left it a doubtful question whether 
under it the revenue would be diminished or 
increased. The bill was reformed in the Sen- 
ate so as to reduce revenue and returned to the 
House six weeks before the expiration of 
the Congress. With ample time to consider 
it the House allowed it to sleep the sleep of 
death. 

Yet this is the party, with ita record fresh in 
our memory, which asks to be restored to 
power. The basis of its hope rests upon 
publican defeat in the Congressional elections 
two years ago. The causes that led to that 
defeat were twofold. First, the * against 
the appropriations made by the Fifty- first 
Congress; second, the cry against the tariff re- 
vision of 1890. 

The present Democratic House of Repre- 
sentatives assembled amid the plaudits of its 
supporters, the sounding of horns, and music 
of timbrils, and with one accord declared that 
the appropriations. should be reduced from 
$80,000,000 to $100,000,000. 

The Vemocratic Congress then authorized 
expenditures $44,000,000 in excess of the cor- 
responding session of the Republican Con- 
gress and passed tariff bills more revolution- 
ary in character than any economic legisla- 
tion of any Congress since 1857. 

The Democrat shioboleth cry of two years 
ago has thus, by the open profession and con- 
duct of the organized leadership of the House 
and by the mature jd@gment of the Demo- 
cratic party, passed into the limbo of exploded 
humbug and calumny. 

President Harrison’s administration has 
faithfully applied the surplus revenue to the 
payment of the interest bearing debt to the 
extent of $296,000,000, and has reduced tax- 


ation and revenue at least $50,000,000 by ad- 


ditions to the free list under the tariff act of 
1890. With this great reduction both of debt 
and of taxation by the Republican party in 
three years we are likely to havea greater 
surplus in the Treasury on ‘the Ist of next 
July than we had on the ist of July, 1892. 
Listening to the arguments of our oppo- 
nents, one not familiar with our history would 
suppose that such a revision of the tariff, dis- 
criminating in favor of our own producers, 
was a new departure. The truth is that with 
the exception of the laws of 1846 and 1857 such 
discrimination has been the uniform rule 
from the foundation of our government, and 
has had the sanction of ali the great men who, 
since the foundation of our government, have 
added to its greatness and glofy. Every 
statesman, from George Washington to An- 
drew Jackson, including the patron saint of 
the Democratic party, favored this policy. 
The Democratic pony this year makes a 
radical departure from this policy of ite suc- 
cessful founders. There is no evasion or 
double dealing in its platform.

PHENIX BUILDING SALE RECORDED. 


The Western Union Telegraph Company 
Completes Its Purchase of Headquarters. 
The most ‘extensive sale of improved real 

estate in the down-town district in the history 
of Chicago real estate has been made a mat- 
ter of record. The Phenix Building has been 
transferred by the Phenix Insurance company 
of New York to the Western Union Telegraph « 
company at a consideration of $1,500,000. 
The sale was completed in all its details weeks 
ago, but the action of the Postal Telegraph 
company in seeking to enjoin the Western 
Union from taking possession of the building 
has led a number of real estate men into the 
belief that the transfer might not -be made 
after all, and that there was a possibility of 
the Western Union again being on the 
market. The clause in the lease to 
the Postal Telegraph company provid- 
ing that no competing telegraph company 
should have officers in the Phenix Building, 
and its possible bar to the peaceable posses- 
sion of the building, are by no means 
new features. They were fully under- 
stood by Col. Clowry when he opened the ne- 
gotiations for a purchase. He made the state- 
ment that there would be no trouble in adjust- 
ing matters between the two companies and 
said that the sale would be closed and work 
begin in remodeling the upper story. 

As Col. Clowry is reported to have said to 
an anxious real estate man, The Western 
Union has a mighty convincing way when it 
wants anything,“ it is probable that the 
Western Union will be instailed in its new 
quarters when its lease expires next May. 


PROSPECTS FOR THE LOT TRADE, 


Why the Demand for Cheap Lots Will Not 
Be Sharp Next Year. 

William A. Bond is one of the numerous 
brokers. who believe that 1893 will not be a 
satisfactory year for the cheap iot trade. 

The buyers of cheap lots as a rule are peo- 
ple who have made what is commonly termed 
a ‘stocking hoard,’”’ said he. They are 
people who have accumulated sums of, say, $50 
or $100 which they propose to use in securing 
contro! of a future home. They can see their 
way clear to meet monthly payments of from 
$5 to $10, and are subdividers’ best patrons. 
It is true that hundreds of cheap lots are held 
by outside owners in the form of small specu- 
lations. The successful sales of subdivision 
property of a medium. grade, however, have 
been to Chicago citizens, who have intentions 
of making certain improvements and of 
establishing homes. This class of 
buyers may have the inclination to 
select lots next year, but will not 
have the 9 funds to meet the first 

ayments. The World's Fair will deplete the 

ittle hoards which would naturally have 
found their way to the subdivision man. 
ordinary workman will be much more exten- 
2 represented in the daily attendance at 
the Fair grounds than is popularly supposed. 
He will not consider his attendance in the 
light of a luxury, but wiil, simply buy his ad- 
mission tickets and lose a day now and again 
as a matter of course. Then he will have his 
uota of friends to entertain, and will find a 
ozen ways to fritter away the funds accumu- 
lated with an eye to a modest real-estate in- 
vestment. | 

Jam not saying that in so doing he will 
not spend his money in a profitable manner, 
or that he will not derive more satisfaction 
from his outlays of next year than 
from the most eligible lot pur- 
chase. 1 simply express the opinion 
that next will not be a lot seller's year, inas- 
much as the mechanics, artisans, and laborers 
will find other ways to spend their surplus 
funds. The fact is that the Chicago man who 
has nothing but his labor to dispose of will 
not have his condition bettered materially by 
the location of the World’s Fair here. There 
has been a great demand for labor created, 
but on the other hand the supply has been 
greatly augmented. There has really been no 
udvance in the earning capacity of the ordi- 
nary workman, while his living expenses have 
been increased. Rents will be moved up per- 
ceptibly and grocery bills will no doubt be a 
little more formidable than in former yea 
The people with a certain amount of capita 
aside from their capacity for work will secure 
the benefit which will come from the location 
of the Fair here. The retailer, the hotel man, 
and the man who has the ability to manage 
some sort of a scheme will gain, while the or- 
dinary laborer will lose.

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of the old-fashioned buildings, with narrow, 
dark staircases, dingy rooms, small windows, 
no heating apparatus more convenient than a 
coal-stove, ana no elevators. It will be but a 
few years when owners of such buildings will 
find that they must replace them with new 
ones or cease to draw an income from them. 
Their tenants will all desert them in favor of 
modern buildings, even if to do so they must 
go to some locality at a distance from what 
has heretofore been considered the business 
center of the town. 

In many cases these old buildings occupy 
the very best sites, where the land is most val- 
uable. Consequently ‘the taxes are highest 
there, and it requires a considerable income 
from rents to make the property pay a fair in- 
come. In additicn, insurance rates on such 
ramshackle structures are aptto be abnor- 
mally high, while but a limited number of ten- 
ants can be accommodated. 

In new buildings a larger number of ten- 
ants can find room, and insurance rates will 
be lower, while the taxes are but little higher. 
Improvements are usually assessed at a low 
rate compared to the land itself. Notwith- 
standing all these inducements to make a 
change, the owners of such property are usual- 
ly slow to move. The reason seems to be that 
most of these J ny le are quite advanced 
in years and dislike to take steps which 
necessitate unusual activity and trouble 
on their part.

REGISTERING A VIGOROUS PROTEST. 


A Minneapolis Man Criticises ‘Methods 
of Chicago Real Estate Dealers, 

The following communication has been re- 
ceived from a Minneapolis man whose ex- 
periences with real estate brokers here seem 
at best to have been somewhat variegated : 

Referring to the little flurry in real estate cir- 
cles caused by the remarks of a Chicago Judge 
from the bench, I would like to point out a spot 
where there seems to 
real estate dealers. It is a regular practice for 
some dealers to show in the record an advance in 
the price paid for a piece of property, presum- 
. ably done for the purpose of impressing the pub- 
‘lic with the idea that it is worth more than it 
really is. In the matter of abstracts I know one 
dealer guilty of a small piece of business. I 
bought two lots several years ago for cash and 
built on one of them. A few months ago I dis- 
posed of the prapercy and took the abstract to an 
examiner to have it breught down to date. I 
‘then found that three conveyances were omitted 
in the abstract given me by the original owner, 
and it cost me $ additional to have the omission 
corrected. Ipthe same street there are over 
fifty cases ofthe same kind, as the abstracts were 
all printed except the signature. The owners are 
all poor people, some of them having been paying 
for years on their homes with 8 per cent interest 
on the mortgage, while the houses, merely thrown 
together originally, have long since become eye- 
sores to the unfortunate owners. Chicago is full 
of real estate sharks, and it behooves a man to 
deal only with firms of well-known integrity, and 
they are not always the largest ones. 


AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Operations Restricted by Steady Advance 
in Cost of Building Materials. 

The sharp advance in the prices of building 
materials of all kinds is becoming more and 
more a feature of the real-estate situation. It 
affects the interests both of builders and 
money lenders. Builders claim that any num- 
ber of promising projects are dropped simply 
because of the necessarily high figures of con- 
tractors. Owners strike a balance between 
the extra expense of building and the proble- 
matical advantages to be gained by haying 
structures ready to rent during the Fair and 
decide to waive the possibility of extra rents 
for ashort period by pustponing operations. 
Expert opinions as to the advance in building 
expenses over last year range all the way 
from 18 to 25 per cent.. Last week brick 
work was advanced to $10 a thousand. Archi- 
tects in some cases are advising clients not to 
build until next summer. As the cost of 
building increases the margin between the 
outlay and the building loan which can be se- 
cured widens and neither builder nor lender is 
satisfied. Where a building loan equal to a 
half or more of the cost of the land and build- 
ing would have been made easily last year the 
same ratio is not considered safe this season. 

W. H. Drake has made plans for a four- 
story apartment house, 75x100 feet, to be 
built on Stony Island avenue, near Sixty- 
fourth street, at a cost of $40,000. The front 
will be of Bedford stone, with sides and rear 
of brick, and the building will contain 160 
rooms or thirty-two flats, and will have steam 
heat and electric light.

The foundations are now being laid for 
three large brick buildings for the Garden City 
Interior Building company at Evergreen 
Park.

The building will be substantial, with 
a view to use as an apartinent house or hotel 
after the Fair. One of the features of the 
hotel wili be an amusement hall. .The man- 
agement will cater largely to Masons and 
their families. 

Charles S. Frost has designed for Francis 
W. Foster a seven-story apartment hose, 100 
x150 feet, to be built at the southwest corner 
of Forty-seventh street and Kenwood avenue. 
It will be constructed. of blue Bedford stone 
with pressed brick and terra-cotta above. 
The interior will be nicely finished in hard- 
wood, heated by hot water, lighted by elec- 
tricity, and will be provided with elevators. It 
is to cost $200,000,

Work a Safeguard to Investors—Large 
Speculative Operations Have Proved 
Disastrous—How Interests -Will Be 
Represented in the Auxiliary Congress 
—Success of the Clerks’ and Mechanics’ 
Association Evidenced by Its Statement. 
Prompt payment of withdrawals is given as 


and most popular building societies in Cin- 
cinnati. It is said that in the case of the so- 
ciety referred to fully two-thirds of each 
night’s receipts are paid out the same evening 
to people whose circumstances require prompt 
action. Unexpected demands frequently 
make it necessary for the wage-earner to with- 
draw all or part of his paid installments, and 
he should not be kept waiting longer than is 
absolutely necessary. Some societies make a 
special point of this and pay their withdrawals 
iminediately. This would seem to be a good 
rule for all associations to adopt, as it can be 
done without any detriment to the other mem- 
bers. Asa rule, the withdrawing member 
gets something less than the full earnings of 
his money during the time it was used by the 
society, and it is only fair that he should have 
it on demand. or as nearly so as possible. 

It would seem that a strong, well managed 
society would make an effort to meet ordi- 
nary withdrawals, as notices includea fair 
percentage of statements offering special in- 
ducements to withdrawing shareholders. 

In referring to a series of failures among 
English building societies, where the system 
is wider in its scope than here, a Boston real- 
estate journal says: 

The almost uniform success of the building so- 
cieties which have restricted their operations to 
local limits is the best evidence in favor of such 
restriction. They abound in this 2 partic- 
- ularly in the Middle States and New England, and 
Massachusetts can point with satisfacuon to her 
goodly quota of well-managed and beneficent in- 


stitutions of the kind. They have been the means 
of providing thousands of our artisans with com- 


fortable homes, with the consequent enhancement 


of the moral and educational status of themselves 
and families, and they are monuments of the good 
sense and judiciousness of these workingmen in 
managing them. They have furnished the build- 
ing trades with much fairly remunerative and 
safe employment, and the structures thus pro- 
duced, while asa rule architecturally unpreten- 
tious, have played a far more important part as 
promoters of the well-being of the moderately 
well off. That the big speculative enterprises 
have failed to do as well is no reproach to the 
local societies, and the lesson is obvious that in 
remaining within a safe and proper sphere of 
activity lies the key toa future of continuous and 
helpful prosperity of these organizations, both 
here and abroad. 
Plans for World's Fair Convention. 


At the suggestion ‘of the United States 
League of Local Building and Loan Associa- 
tions the officers of the World’s Congress 
Auxiliary of the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion have formed in the general department 
of commerce. and finance a division to be 
known in such general department as Divi- 
sion No. 7, under the title of ** Codperative 
Savings, Building and Loan Associations, and 
Kindred Organizations, and have assigned 
to this division for presentation and treat- 
ment all subjects belonging in a 
category covered by the above title. An ad- 
visory council of this division has been par- 
tialiy formed and will be completed and an- 
nounced as the plans for the congress of this 
division develop and mature. The present 
members of the local committee and ad- 
visory council make the following tentative 
suggestions for consideration and to stimulate 
free and early recommendations by all who 
are interested in the subject. ? 

In the matter of the presentation and treat- 
ment of ‘the work of local building and loan 
associations they suggest the following: 

1. The history of their development, spread, 
and growth in the United States and in other 
countries, divided into epochs. as follows: 

a. Prior to and including 1855. 

b. From and including 1885. 

c. From 1885 to present date. 

2. The statistics of these associations, includ- 


ng: 

d. The number of organizations, 

b. Their accumulated capital. 

c. The number of shareholders. 

d. The amount of their yearly receipts. 

e. The nature and amount of investments. 

J. The ratio of expenses to receipts and dis- 
bursements. 

3. Astatement of the principles upon which 
such associations are founded and conduct 

4. Ahistory of the evolution the various 
premium plans upon which such associations 
have been and are now conducted. 

5. A presentation of what may be termed the 
best model echeme upon which to organize and 
conduct such associations in order to insure the 
safety of their assets, simplicity in their business 
methods, and equality. of benefite between bor- 
rowing and non-borrowing shareholders. 

6. To what extent and in what manner should 
they be placed under State supervision? 

7. The economic benetits of these associations: 

a. To the shareholders. 

b. To the community as a whole. 

8. Should the State foster the growth of these 
associations, andif so, for what reasons and in 
what manner? 


Doings of Local Organizations. 


The Clerks’ and Mechanics’ Building, Loan 
and Investment Association was incorporated 
in 1887 by the employés of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway company and has just 
issued its twenty-second quarterly statement.

The association 
is now making a bid for withdrawals by offer- 
ing shareholders in the first series a profit of 
310.90 a share, in the second series $8.26 a 
share, and in the third series 36 a share. Ac- 
cording to Secretary John D. Caldwell this 
would be equivalent to interest. rates of 12, 
10, and 8 per cent respectively to the with- 
drawing shareholders in the first three series. 

According to the twenty-third quarterly 
statement of the Home Building and Loan 
Association the receipts during the quarter 
have been $43,846. Under disbursements is 
an item of $634 advanced on foreclosure suits. 
Loans amounting to $383,000 were made. 

W. F. Hoig writes as follows regarding the 
soviety of which he is Secretary: 

I inclose herewith the first annual statement of 
the Chicago Mutual Building and n Associa- 
tion for the information of the buildi and loan 
department of Toe Trisunzg. Some time ago I 
sent you a statement of the Elsdon Loan Associa- 
tion. In your comments upon it you stated that 
no provision had been made for unearned pre- 
miums. We have no unearned premiums, With 
both these associations the premium is pro-rated 
on the basis of ninety-six monthly installments, 
and the premium is considered only when paid. 
The policy of both thé Chicago Mutual and the 
Elsdon is based upon small expense and conserv- 
ative loans.

This was at a time when they used strap 
rails and spiked them to the wooden founda- 
tion which lay upon the ties. They did not 
make Nancy Hanks’ time in those days, but 
managed to get along and beat the team 
wagons out with a few hours to spare. 


Charles H. Knapp was 22 years of age when 


he went into the freight house at Galena and 
began to take lessons in checking freight. Of 
course he did not realize at this time that he 
would ultimately become the First Assistant 
General Freight Agent of the Northwestern 
line, which company he has served continu- 
ously for nearly thirty-four years. For accu- 
rate knowledge as to the details of basing 
‘freight rates he has no superior. Next to his 
work Mr. Knapp takes most pleasure in the 
society of his — grandchildren. He is a 
‘great talker, an interesting story teller, and 
a terror to stenographers. 

At a well-worn desk in a large room on the 
ground floor of the big Q. Building at the 
corner of Adams and Franklin streets, with 
stacks of letters and formidable-looking doc- 
uments reaching up almost to his ears, sits a 
battle-scarred veteran who has a grim smile 
but a cordial greeting for all callers. This is 
Thomas Miller, General Freight Agent of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy lines.

From his office in 
Hannibal he controlied the shipments of 
freight on all the lines east of there. O, 
yes!” said he, we had some lively times 
during the war down there. Nearly ali of the 
employés were sworn into the Union service, 
and we drilled nightly and saw some actual 
fighting along the line of the road, for you 
know they burned our bridges and tired into 
our trains. I saw enough fighting to make a 
Grand Army man of me at all events.“ In 
1881 Mr. Courtright took up his residence in 
Chicago as the head of the great freight de- 
partment of the Alton. 

J. A. Hanley is the young, energetic, and 
courteous Freight Traffic Manager of the 
Santa Fé system, which means nearly 10,000 
miles of road. It would take ail the caps 
in a full case of type to print the initials of 
the various railroads and railways which make 
up the system that runs from Chicago to 
Sonora. He is not 40 yet, but he began his 
railroad career twenty years ago,and although 
he has been in Chicago but three years, he is 
very well known in railroad circles. He began 
as Traveling Auditor forthe St. Louis and 
Southwestern. J. G. Miller is the Assistant 
General Freight Agent of the same road at 
the age of 31. 

A dapper, deft little man is William Borner, 
General Western Agent of the great Pennsyl- 
vania road. He is a record-breaker, too, for 
he has served that line for thirty-six years, his 
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name having been on the pay-roll of that com- 
pany continuously since Jan. 1, 1857. He is 
now 50 years of age and looks as though he 
might be 37. He began as a messenger boy 
right here in Chicago at the age of 14. He 
became chief clerk, was cashier at the time of 
the fire, and for four years was local agent of 
the line. He has occupied his present position 
eleven years. Mr. Borner is marriedand lives 
in the Great Northern Hotel. 

On Scotland’s famous Clyde was the early 
home of David Brown, General Freight Agent 
of the Chicago and Grand Trunk railway.

St. Louis road (the Nickel Plate), This 
queer looking little circular bears a date early 
in 1855, and contains the name of N. A. 
Skinner as agent at Suspension Bridge. Mr. 
Skinner began work for the corporation in 1854 
and has seen almost forty years’ continuous 
railroad service. Previous to the organiza- 
tion of the Union Express company in 1854, 
railroad freight from New York to Chicago 

oh over the Hudson River road to 
Albany, where it was rehandled and trans- 
ferred to the New York Central, which carried 
it to Suspension Bridge, where another trans- 
fer was made to the funny and foolish broad- 
gauge tracks of the Great Western, At De- 
troit the Michigan Central took it up. 
and by the time it reached Chicago the freight 
was naturally hoary-headed, The freight 
rate per hundred pounds quoted in this circu- 


lar was at that time $1.71 first class, and now . 


the railroads manage to worry along on a 
rate of 75 cents. One page of the little circu- 
lar contains the entire classification of freight. 
There were then three classes; now there are 
six east of Chicago and ten west, and it re- 


quires a book of considerable size to enumer- 


ate the articles. Of the dozen or more agents 
of the Union Express nearly all are dead, but 
Mr. Skinner lives on and on and looks to be 
45 while he is 63. Nine years ago when the 
Nickel-Plate was opened he became its 
General Western Agent. 

The Louisville, New Albany and Chicago road 
has a jolly good fellow for its General Freight 
Agent, R. M. Arnold, a bachelor of 43, who 
has had a varied career as a railroad man, 
beginning as clerk at Buffalo on the Erie.

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THE NEW BUILDING AT WASHING-’ 


TON NEAR OOMPLETION. 


It Wilt Put All Other Similar Structures 


to Blush by Its Beauty and Complete- 


ness— Books Will Be Transferred from 
the Library to the Capitol by an Under- 
ground Cable Road—There Is Room for 
5,000,000 Volumes—Arrangements for 
Handling the Collection. 

An underground cable road will connect the 
new Library of Congress with the Capitol. It 
will be on a Lilliputian scale, and the little 
cars run upon it will carry oaly books as pas- 
sengers. So rapid and effective will this 
method of communication be that Congress- 
men will be able to secure at the briefest no- 
tice volumes that are needed off-hand for ref- 
erence or for use in debate. From a station 
situated midway between House and Senate 
orders will be telegraphed, or otherwise swift- 
ly sent, and the books cn arrival distributed 
by messengers. This will be a very different 
affair from the famous hole in the ground.“ 
which was made seventeen years ago to con- 
nect the Capitol with the Government Print- 
ing Office by a gigantic pneumatic tube, big 
enough for a man to be whisked through, It 
was intended for conveying public documents, 
but the $15,000 spent on it was wasted, inas- 
much as it never worked, and is now used 
merely as a conduit for telephone wires. 

There is no library buildmg in the world 
that at all compares with the one now being 
erected by Uncle Sam. Novel mechanical de- 
vices will constitute one of its most interest- 
ing features. Improvements of the kind have 
never been thought of abroad, where the great 
book collections are usually so managed that 
their treasures areto a great extent unvail- 
able.

There is one very immoral work in the Li- 


brary of Congress which it has not been 


thought worth while to hide away, because it 
is printed in Chinese. It is a famous Oriental 
classic, and the title of it is Kin Ping Mei.” 
It gives a satirical picture of the dissolute 
manners of the age in which it was written, 
somewhat after the style of Juvenal, but the 
remarkable thing about it is that it is adouble 
entendre from beginning toend. As perused 
with the eye it is perfectly proper and unob- 
jectionable in ita subject matter; but read 
aloud its entire meaning appears altered, and 
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mechanism will be noiseless and invisible 
also, the carriers going beneath the floor of 
the great central reading-room to and fro be- 
tween the Librarian’s desk and the book- 
stacks. Every arriving tray will dump itself 
automatically at the desk. Likewise, in tak- 
ing volumes back, each tray will spill! its con- 
tents of its own accord at acertain tier. For 
example, if a book belongs on tier 7, the desk 
attendant waits until the carrier marked No. 
7 comes along and puts the volume on it as it 
passes. When it gets to tier 7 the book spills 
out by the action of a peg and catch, and the 
person in charge of that tier puts it away on 
its proper shelf. 

When one learns that there are 650,000 
bound volumes in the Library of Congress, the 
mind does not grasp the fact with very clear 
comprehension. It is easier to absorb the idea 
when it is explained that this number of 
books, placed side by side as on a shelf, would 
stretch eleven miles. But the new building 
was not planned to accommodate only so 
many, the obvious expectation being that the 
great collection will grow enormously through 
centuries to come. Adjoining the central ro- 
tunda are two structures which might be com- 
pared to gigantic honeycombs, made wholly 
of iron instead of wax, and designed to hold 
not nectar, but knowledge. These are called 
bookstacks, and each of the pair will contain 
800,000 volumes. Each of them is 65 feet high, 
112 feet long, 45 feet wide, and has nine stories. 
On the irun shelves, made gridiron-fashion, 
the books will be placed back to back, with 
just enough room between the bookcases to 
afford narrow passageways. Thus they will 
have plenty of fresh air, which is as necessary 
to books as it is to human beings. Books 
must have ventilation, else they will rot, and 
they have to be kept cool. Heat makes them 
decay and bad air causes mold. Books stored 
by this stack system, which is acomparatively 
new invention, cannot possibly be burned, If 
set afire, nothing else combustible being at 
hand, they merely smolder. 

However, 1,600,000 volumes do not by any 
means represent the capacity of the building. 
It is anticipated that the Library of Congress 
will be the biggest in the world some day, and 
provision has been made in the construction 
of the edifice for accommodating 5,000,000 
books. All binding will be done on the prem- 
ises, an item which costs $6,000 annually. 
There will be plenty of room also for the 
copyright division, which réquires great space 
for the filmg away of all publications, ete., on 
which copyrights are granted. Copyrights 
are issued fur a good many things besides 
books, periodicals, and pamphlets. They are 
given for new pieces of music, engravings, 
chromos, and even puzzles and games. The 
games and puzzles are not themselves subject 
to copyright, but the directions for them are 
so, being printed matter. Very commonly 
the manufacturers, though there is no need 
that they should do so, send the playthings to- 
gether with the directions—building biocks, 
chopped-up animals, parior billiard tables, or 
what not—and they are duly stored.

Not long ago a 
casual reader in the Library of Congress be- 
came drowsy overa volume that he was pe- 
rusing, and, leaning back in his chair, he fell 
fast asleep. Unfortunately for him one of 
the assistant librarians had occasion to go to 
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oldest of great modern libraries, it has 


desks arranged in concentric circles. From 
behind a ring-shaped counter surrounding the 
librarian, his assistants will give out and re- 
ceive books, the endless chains of traveling 
trays dumping and taking on their loads inside 
this ring. The four interior courts; open to the 
sky, are already comple as to their walls, 
which ere taced inside with dazzling white 
tiles, for the purpose of reflecting the test 
possible amount of light through the win- 
dows.

A new kind of 
glass is likely to be adopted for the skylights. 
Being formed on asort of wire net, it cannot 
tumble and do damage if broken. One of the 
most remarkable things about this building is 
that it will be finished at the appointed time, 
four years hence, and the cost of it will-come 
within the appropriation, which was $6,000,000. 
Nine busts of famous writers will occupy 
niches in the window-caps on the west front, 
looking toward the Capitol, but these literary 
celebrities have not yet been selected. The 
keystones of the window arches on the four 
faces of the structure bear sculptured heads 
representing the thirty-three types of raves of 
mankind recognized by ethnologists. They 
were made from models and pictures at the 
National Museum, under the direction of 
Prof. Otis T. Mason. 
The British Musevm, though architecturally 
only an uncouth assemblage of buildings, has 
the finest library in the world. With one ex- 
ception it is the largest. In cosmopolitan in- 
terest it is withovt a rival, possessing the best 
Hungarian collection out of the country, the 
best Dutch library out of Holland, and, in 
short, the best library in any European lan- 
age outside of the territory in which the 
anguage is vernacular. The Chinese books 
number 27,000. The biggest library in” ex- 
istence is the Bibliotheque Nationale at Paris, 
which has 1,800,000 und volumes. — 
the aid of several Kings and other powerful 
personages since its formation. oegin- 
ning of it was the collection of King John, the 
Black Prince’s captive, who bequeathed it to 
his successor, Charles V. There is no general 
catalogue for the use of readers. 

The Vatican Library at Rome was founded 
in the fifteenth century by Pope Nicholas V. 
However, it was based on collections far more 
ancient, and there is eviderfce that a pontifical 
library existed from the fifth century. The 
present building was erected by Sixtus V. in 
1588. It contains 220,000 printed volumes and 
22,000 manuscripts. It is open to the public 
only between November and June, and is al- 
ways closed Sundays and feast days. There 
is no proper catalogue, and the librarians rely 
on imperfect written lists. The third largest 
library in the world is the Imperial Public 
Library at St. Petersburg, which claims 
1,000,000 volumes. 

The most ancient’ libraries known of were 
those of Assyria. :Only forty yeurs ago dis- 
covery was made of the * library at Nine- 
veh. Digging brought to light the chambers 
that contained it, the floors of which were cov- 
ered a foot deep with clay tablets bearing

The Passing of the Comedian. 


The deplorable spread of teinperance and 
me deration among the better sort threatens 
to deprive the comic person of his most prom- 
ising subject. Think of the pictures, the 
scenes on the stage, the situations in novels, 
the stories—O ! countless stories—of the 
smoking-room which turn upon the man who 
has taken too much. Not the man who is the 
hero of temperance tracts; not he who drinks 
up all the wages and starves his children and 
beats his wife—not at all. The gentleman— 
he who takes just half a bottle too much and 
gets thick of speech. He it was—alas! he is 
no longer—who provided the stories. 
His sayings doings are those Which 
filled the smoking-room with mirth. One 
hears no more of him; he is disappearing; he 
no longer takes even half a glass too much. 
But suppose before they are all lost we were 
to gather together these stories in a great col- 
lection or encyclopedia, I would contribute 
some, such as I remember. For instance, for 
the chapter called At a Certain Stage, here 
‘are one or two. I knew a man once—they all 
begin in the same way—who was, in the morn- 
ing hours, one of the hardest-fisted, keenest, 
wariest solicitors thatever stripped a client; in 
the evening, at a certain stage, he would lay his 
hand upon his heart and look arourd with 
beaming eyes while he said: Gentlemen, it 
as always. from my boyhood upwards, been 
the sole desire of my heart to live only for the 
happiness of others.’’ Once I knew another 
man who, at a certain stage, used to get up 
and tell the assembled company that he was 
himscif the last incarnation of Vishnu. There 
was another of whom I heard, but I pever 
knew him—an Oriental—who was most useful 
to Oriental students because at a certain stage 
he would say that, though it was not 
generally khown, he was Mohammed 
the prophet himself in the flesh, still living, 
and that he therefore knew exactly the mean- 
ing of any text in his own holy book. And I 
once knew a mun who, at a certain stage, be- 
came a novelist; he was a dull dog at other 
times, but at a certain stage he became full of | 
ideas, situations, characters. They flowed i 
a long stream from his teeming brain, ac-lit- 
tle inconsequential perhaps, but in a surpris- 
ing fullness and volume of stream. Then he 
suddenly collapsed. I knew another man 
who, at a certain stage, began to relate the 
secret history of his own misfortunes, 
which he showed cleariy, but this be 
did not understand, to have been due to noth- 
ing but his own cheating and chicaneries. 
And another, at a certain stage, revealed in 
detail his Jove affairs, dwelling especially on 
a certain fair Portuguese who lived in his 

emory and reminded him, he always said, 
Jut 1 know not why, of the Garden of the 
Hesperides. These illustrations will serve to 
show the immense possibilities of the subject. 
It is too great a subject for my handling, but 
Ihave seen things, and I have noted them. 
Meantime such small experiences as the above 
are at the service of the collector.

lutionary War was shed in an encounter be- 
tween eighty members of the Sixteenth Regi- 
ment of British foot and a handful of Sons 
of Liberty. It was at one tiine a tavern 
and sheltered George Washington, Lafayette, 
Gen. Putnam, and other distinguished Amer- 
icans. 

Its lower story (the only part of its exterior 
which has been materially altered) is now the 
location of a French restaurant, well known 
to literary people and artists. 


Native African Ironmasters, 

The Balubans, as the natives of the Muansan- 
yomma district of Central Africa are styled, enjoy 
an cent gt Deere \reputation as ironworkers: 
They find théir materials in the form of bog 
iron ore on the surface of the land. It rarely hap- 
pens that digging to an appreciable depth is nec- 
essary. Their smelting furnaces, which are con- 
structed of clay. are from six to ten feet high, 
from forty to sixty inches in diameter at the base, 
and conical in shape. The ore is tipped into the 
furnace from above; the charcoal, on the other 
hand. is introduced into basin-like side openings, 
which also receive a continuous air blast, while 
the iron and slag are removed from the bottom of 
the furnace about every eight or twelve hours, ac- 
cording to the degree of heat obtained. 

The forge is a circular building, some sixteen 
feet in diameter, with a pointed roof and open 
sides. Ata distance it might be taken for a park 
band-stand, In the center of this hut is the fire, 
which is maintained in constant activity by means 
of a unique pair of bellows, which: merit a special 
description. hey consist of a block of wood, 
generally twenty inches long, hollowed out and 
fitted with a funnel head made of clay. At the 
lower end are two orifices, over which skins are 
stretched. Motion is imparted to the instrument 
by the action of two small rods. The hammer is 
of solid iron; the tongs are marvels of simplicity 
—to wit: a bent palm branch. An iron w 
driven into a timber bole serves as an anvil, 

The recollections of the Balubanscarry them 
back to the time when they wrought metals with 
stone tools. Someof the natives are compara- 
tively artistic workers. Very fine axes, tastefully 
inlaid with copper, are produced. Strikes among 
these swarthy artificers, it should be noted, are 
of comparatively rare occurrence, probably owing 
to the fact that the malcontents invariably have 
their heads lopped off and their skins placed on 
one side for patching, or. in case of need, entirely 
re-covering the aforesaid curious bellows.—Lon-

This May Cheapen Electricity. 

Philadeiphia Record: Two French scientists 
have recently discovered an entirely new property 
of Faraday’s disk, and the result may be an im- 
portant improvement in the dynamo. It will be 
remembered that Faraday discovered the princi- 
ple of the dynamo when he attached one end of a 
wire to the center of acopper disk revolving de- 
tween the poles of a magnet and the other end at 
the circumference. A current of electricity was 
thus produced on the wire, and this simple experi- 
ment resulted in the commercial dynamo. 

Instead of the Faraday disk the French sci- 
entists employ thin plates of.a certain constitu- 
tion not yet made public. These plates are com- 
posed, in the direction of their thickness, of a 
very magnetic and highly conducting metal, and 
are so placed that the lines of force of the field of 
the magnet are perpendicular to this direction of 
thickness. Thus, it is said, the flow of induction 
which proceeds from the north pole of the magnet 
is divided into several sheets of parallel lines 
which are very close together and which only 
traverse the magnetic portions of the bimetallic 
conductors. ä 

The discoverers of this property constructed a 
small machine employi this principle, i 
was found that the available energy of 3 
chine increases at a rate which is practically pro- 
portional tothe height of the conductors. The 
results achieved are remarkable, and are believed 
to indicate a valuable discovery of great com- 

importance.

QUEEN VICTORIA’S OSTRICH. 


Queen Victoria is occasionally made to suf- 
fer for the fate that made her sovereign of 
Great Britain. Like the President of the 
United States, world-renowned Generals, and 
other dignitaries, the gifts which people choose 
to shower upon her Royal Highness cannot 
always be to her complete liking. For in- 
stance, a negro potentate has seen fit to send 
to England from the wilds of Western Africa 
an ostrich which he doubtless fondly hoped 
would become the Queen’s constant com- 
panion. The bird is rather an awkward but 
at the same time an extremely valuable pet.

THE FINE-ARTS.. 


George W. Maynard of New York has pre- 
1 decora tions of the gallery and en- 
trances of the Agricultural Building at the Co- 
lumbian . à combination of scholarly 
ideals and artistic treatment so thoroughly in 
keeping with the architecture of the building and 
the purposes for which it is intended that it places 
his work if the first rank of the decorative paint- 
ing in Jackson Park. The modified classic char- 
acter of the building led Mr. Maynard to choose 
the Pompeian style of dull red and yellow grounds 
for his figures. Upon opposite sides of the main 
entrance are large paueld, on one of which is a 
figure of Cybele, the goddess ofagriculture, in her 
chariot drawn by young lions, and on the other 
her favorite, King Triptolemus, sometimes 
called the father of agriculture, to whom she 
gave a chariot drawn by winged dragons with 
which to visit the people of the earth for the 
purpose of instructing them in the art of tilling 
the soil; Ou either side of the doorway are 
female figures representing Fertility and Abun- 
dance; Fertility carrying a basket of fruit anda 


staff bound about with wheat, and Abundance 


crowned with a wreath of corn tassels and with a 
horn of plenty by her side. Above these are 
‘plaques bearing the names of Greek and Roman 
writers upon agriculture. 

At each side of the four corner entrances of the 
building are panels upon which are figures sym- 
bolical of the seasons, and above are the designs 
in which the beasts of burden and the food ani- 


mals play a prominent part. For spring 
there are figures clad in white aud 
lavender, one bearing a budding branch 


and scattering blossoms, the other sowing seed, 
and in the panel above are oxen plowing and 
drawing a cart, with two horses rampant in the 
center. For summer are figures in white bearing 
grass and grain and sickle, while above are 
horsemen and charioteers, engaged in the classic 
sport of horse-racing, with two bulls in the center. 
Autumn is represented by a figure in a rosy-hued 
dress bearing fruits and wine, and another in 
yellow with stalks of maize. The figures repre- 
senting winter are wrapped in garments of 
somber hues. One bears a brauch denuded of 
leaves, and the other wine, nuts, apples, and such 
fruits as may be kept in cold. weather. In the 
ry a are a boy and girl leading a cow and 
a bu 

The figures are graceful in movement, well 
drawn, and attractive in feature, while the colors 
employed in the drapery harmonize well with the 
background and the white of the architecture, 
which frames the decoration. The gallery is 
decorated with flat tones of Pompeian red and 
yellow, ornamented with a simple border. The 
dome is to be decorated in a similar manner with 
red and biue,

Thurber’s Gallery, which has been recently 
enlarged and refitted, is at present hung with a 
collection. of modern paintings of a high order. 
Most of them are recent importations and many 
are from the easels of painters of the first rank. 

By Gerome there is a picture of a modern Greek 
goatherd, with his flock grazing near him, seated 
on the capital of a column of a ruin on an emi- 
nence overlooking the sea from which rises the 
broken forms of rocky islands against a sky gor- 
geous with the orange of sunset. 

Alma Tadema is represented by “ Feeding the 
Fishes.“ whith shows a young woman in Roman 
costume lying upon a skin stretched over a mo- 
saic pavement of elaborate design, feeding gold- 
fish in a basin before her. 

Asmall but fine example of the work of Ch. 
Jacque is entitled In the Sheep Fold.“ showing 
the interior of a stable with the figure of a woman 
and partof a flock ofsheep in sunlight, while 
the remainder isin deep shadow. 

A water color by Detaille. Reconnoitering,” 
shows some troopers of Napoleon’s army riding 
through a forest. It is finished with the careful 
attention to detail so noticeable in this artist’s 
work. The Shooting Range at Dieppe, 1795,” 
by Fleming, is another highly finished picture, 
showing’ a shooting range set up in the ditch 
surrounding the walls of the city with a number 
of marksmen about. At one side is an artist 
sketching.observed by some young men and wom- 
en dressed in the height of the fashion of the 
period, On the back of the canvas upon which 
the young artist is working may be seen the 
name, H. Vernet, Paris. 

Of the American painters, Charles Sprague 
Pierce is represented by an important picture, 
The Gossips,’ which attracted attention in the 
last Salon. Three French peasant girls are shown 
talking together over their luncheon in a wheat 
field. The effect is that of a gray day, a tavorite 
one for this artist. | 

Edwin L. Weeks is represented by a small pict- 
ure of an Indian cavalcade of horsemen, ele- 
phants, and footmen descending the mountain- 
side from an old Indian palace. The gay cos- 
tumes of the men, tho brilliant red of the trap- 
pings on the elephants, the blue sky, and the 
sunlight combine to make the scene a brilliant 
one. By Howe, the cattle painter, an evening 
scene in Holland, with a woman driving some 
cows along a road lined with cottages, has some 
charming qualities. Henner. Jacquet, Pasini, 
Cazin, Monchablon, and several others are also 
represented by new works.

Jorge Brinckman has at No. 1250 Michigan 
avenue a collection of sixty old paintings which 


e has brought from Mexico. It is well known 
that the chapels of churches and the homes of old 


Spanish families in that country have frequently 
been the repositories of old paintings of various 
degrees of merit and whose origin is often uncer- 
tain. From such as these Mr. Brinckman has 
made up a collection of works which are either of 
established authenticity or possess qualities 
which give them artistic value irrespective of 
whe their authors may have been. , 
A few of, them are of undoubted Spanish origin, 
but a larganumber are the work of American 
painters and a class of American painters of 
whom too little is known in the United States 
namely: the Mexican and Central American artists. 
(here are two religious paintings by Cabvera, a 
Madonna and Child.“ with angels and cherubs 


about them, and The Adoration of the Magi.“ 


in which there are composition drawing and color 
of no mean order. Appleton’s Cyclopedia of 
American Biography mentions Cabvera as the 
Michael Angelo of Mexico. He lived in the early 
part of the eighteenth century. 

By Juan Correa, who was the master of Cabvera 
and Ibarra, there is apicture of St. Anne In- 
structing the Virgin,“ and by Villalpandoa a 
Meeting of the Virgin and St. Anne,’ both of 
which give evidence that these painters were men 
of ability. The most original work shown in the 
collection is a group of four paintings by Toquero, 
a man who died about forty years ago and whose 
work has recently attracted some attention in 
Paris and New York. He was a 
basketmaker and worked at his trade during 
the day and painted at night without having re- 
céived instruction, although offers had been 
made to pay his expenses to Paris. His pictures 
show a remarkable directness and boldness in 
the handling of the color which is thickly laid 
on. The four works are The Sick Child,” The 
Home Hair-Cutting,” “The Five Senses,“ and 
The Good Story.“ 

‘Besides these works are a number of portraits 
of Catholic writers, old family portraits, several 
finely finished paintings of small dimensions on 
copper, besides seycral* miniatures which are of 
remarkably fine execution. it is Mr. Brinck- 
man’s intention to remain in Chicago and to re- 
ceive additions to his collection from time to 
time. Associated with him is Antonio Diaz Be- 
cerra, a Mexican portrait artist; whose work was 
awarded adipioma at the New Orleans Exhibi- 
tion, -

Olin L. Warner, the designer of the World's 
Fair souvenir coin and the souvenir medal worn by 
the Columbian Commissioners, has just completed 
a colossal head of Michael Angelo three feet in 
height, which with the other heads of Titian, 
Raphael, Rémbrandt, and Velasquez are to adorn 
the five divisions of the entablature over the 
north and south entrancés of the Fine Arts 
Building. The head is modeled in high relief 
and is placed ina circular medallion. Mr. War- 
ner used as a basis for the work just finished a re- 
dustion of Michael Angelo’s bust of himself and 
engravings after his own portrait, and has suc- 
céeded in producing a portrait of remarkable 
strength and character. This was executed at 
the temporary studio provided in the Fine Arts 
Building, but the sculpter intends to model the 
remaining heads of the series in New York this 
winter.

F. Berry of 
Carthage, Hancock County, the incumbent of 
office, has been renominated by 
the Republicans, The district is com- 
posed of the Couaties of Hancock, Hender- 
son, and Mercer.

Another Columbus book is franc B. Wil- 
kie's, Chritopher Columbus,” published by 
Messrs. Charles H. Serget & Co., of Chicago. 
It is one of the Columbian Library Series, and 
obtainable by the impecunious, for its price is 
lowly. Bat it is a very good, plain, and prac- 
tical book, and useful knowledge may be 
gleaned from it. After the somewhat discur- 
sive style of the book of heterogeneous periods 
just mentioned, its simple, informational (not 
“ encomwiasticat’”’) style is refreshing. Four- 
teen hundred and eighty four is the first date 
at which we hear a wore about Columbus, it 
says clearly. A description of Columbus’ ap- 
pearance follows, and is very interesting. 
His face was long; his complexion fair and 
freckled and inclined to ruddy; his nose aqui- 
Une, his cheeks were high, bis eyes light gray; 
his whole whole countenance had an air of 
authority. His hair when he was younger was 
of a light color; but care and trouble, accord- 
ing to Las Casas, soon turned it gray, and at 
thirty it was quite white.“ The trouble is 
with Columbus’ portraits that no two of them 
look alike, and it was for that reason hard to 
form any concrete image of him. This de-

s worthy of note that a certain frivolous 
tone in speaking of Columbus has now quite 
died out. The ejaculation *‘* Christopher Co- 
lum bus!” is now quite unheard, and no funny 
allusions are tolerated.

for Damages. 

Spatnorrecn, III., Oct. 26.—[Special.]—“*I 
have recently had occasion,” said a promi- 
nent lawyer and Democratic politician to Taz

Appellate Court reports, and merely as a mat- 
ter of curiosity I included the cases appealed 
from the court of Judge Altgeld. It is my 
humble judgment that old Squire Carmody 
knows as much law as Altgeld, and if Car- 
mody coulda’t come nearer the mark than 
Altgeid in his jury instructions I would he 
in favor of impeaching him.

„That was in the case of the National Union 
Building Association vs. Brewer. Our candi- 
date for Governor cannot be accused of 
prejudice in favor of the poor man ana against 
corporations. Here is the case of Maltman 
vs. The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Pau! Rail- 
way Company, and I quote the words of the 
good Judge Moran, who delivered the opinion 
of the court: 

“ When the evidence had been introduced, the 
court instructed the jury to return a verdict for 
the defendant [the railroad company]. As we 
understand the record this action of the court is 
based upon two grounds, (1) That as the 
ordinance which authorized the defendant to 
enter on and occupy said Bloomingdale road 
authorized the laying of two tracks, and as one 
of said tracks was laid shortly after the passage 
of the ordinance in 1874, and the principal injury 
complained of resulted from the laying of the 
second track in 1884, that no damage can be re- 
covered from such resulting injury, as all damage 
to be ascribed to the building and operating of. 
tne road under said ordinance must be intended 
to have arisen at the time the ordinance giving 
the right was passed: or at least at the time the 
railroad company entered upon the street and 
laid the first track in pursuance of authority 
given it. ‘ 
There Was a Difference. 

„This was sauce for the poor man’s goose, 


interrupted the lawyer, but it was not sauce4 


for the Altgeld gander in a subsequent traus- 
action in which he figured. If Altgeld had 
applied the above rule as interpreted by Judge 
Moran to his own suit for damages against 
the City of Chicago for the Jackson street 
bridge where would we have landed? In the 
above case it appears that he takes the ground 
that the passage of the ordinance did the dam- 
age. In his own case he buys property six 
months after the building of the bridge is 
commenced, and it the property was damaged 
at all it is fair to presume it was taken in ac- 
count when the transfer ‘was made: By the 
application of his own rule Altgeld’s case 
against the City of Chicago would have been 
thrown out of court. But the property of this 
man who sued the St. Paul was really dam- 
aged by the additional track laid in 1884, and 
Judge Moran continues: 

The evidence shows that the position of the sec- 
ond track was changed in 1881 at the time of the 
laying ofthe second track by the removal of said 
first track nearer plaintiff's property; also that a 
high embankment was thrown up, which tended 
to obstruct plaintiff's ingress anti egress to and 
from his property; and also to show that by rea- 
son of the laying of the new track and the other 
work done in 
depreci ated in value. 

“There is Judge Moran’s synopsis of the 
evidence, and yet the peculiar elasticity of 
Judge Altgeld’s judicial mind demanded that 
he instruct the jury to bring in a verdict for 
the defendant railroad company. Of course 
Judge Moran’s conclusion follows: 

The judgment must therefore be reversed and 
the case remanded. 

Significance of the Rebuke. 


If you could appreciate the dignity with 
which these opinions are drawn and the mild 
terms in which they are couched you could 
understand the ‘skinning’ Judge Moran ad- 
ministered his contemporary in the case of 
Wagner vs. The Union. Stock- Yards and Tran- 
sit company. Wagner was a locomotive fire- 
man for the Pennsylvania company, and was in- 
jured on account of a piece of retten and de- 
fective sidetrack said to belong to the Stock- 
Yards company. Judge Moran quotes this 
instruction given the jury by Judge Altgeld: 

The jury are instructed that it is incumbent on 
the plaintiff [the flreman] to show by a prepon- 
derance of the evidencs that the persons alleged 
to have made the repairs [ou the side-track] and 
collected the money were agents of the defendant 
company; and that they hac authority from the 
defendant to make the repairs and collect the 
money on its behalf, which it is claimed they did 


make and collect. 


This instruction is necessarily misleading to the 
2 It is so couched that it would be understood 
them as requiring some évidence of authority 

in addition to proof that those who made 


the repairs were, when they made them, agents 


and servants of the cumpany,ete. ... This 
track led from and was connected by a switch 
operated by the company with tracks that were 
confessefly managed and controlled by the com- 
pany. Work done on such track under such cir- 
cumstances by servants of the company would 
warrant the inference that it was done by author- 
ity of the company. .. For the @rror indi- 
cated the judgment must be reversed and the case 
remanded.

It is an outrage on justice that he 
should have ever been placed in power. But

men who voted for him, What a spectacle he 
would make in the executive chair of this 
24 Aud moat of us are. proud of Illinois.
